R.  IT IN G  is  a  Talent  which,  of  allThings, 
1  never  made  any  Pretenfions  to ,  and  lit - 
tie  thought  of  giving  at  this  “Time  the  Pub- 
lick  an  Account  of  my  Practice  ,•  but  be¬ 
ing  again  importuned  thereto ,  by  a  great  and  worthy’ 
Phyfician ,  and  having  alfo  receiv’d  a  Me  ([age  from  a 
fuperior  P  erfon ,  that  an  Account  of  my  Succefs  oj  inocu¬ 
lating  the  Small-Pox  in  New  England  might  be  grateful, 
as  being  of  great  ufe,  and  beneficial  to  the  Pub  lick ,  I 
efleem’d  it  as  the  Jlrongefi  Obligation  upon  me  fo  to  do, 
and  m  Compliance  to  that  Command  l  have  done  it 
faithfully .  If  /  had  propofed  any  Advantage  to  my - 
felf  in  the  PraBice  here ,  I  Jhould  have  done  it  above 
a  Tear  pajl,  at  my  Arrival  in  London,  and  not  now 
at  my  returning  home.  And  1  have  given  this  Ac¬ 
count  with  the  greater  Chearfulnefs,  in  hope,  that 
my  Mite  may  influence  fome  few  at  leaf  to  fave 
their  Lives  this  Wi %y,  feeing,  from  Time  to  Time ,  in 
the  Weekly  Bills ,  Numbers  who  died  of  the  Small- 
Pox ,  and  hearing  of  but  few  who  have  had  the  Be¬ 
nefit  of  Inoculation ,  compar’d  with  the  others  in  the 
natural  Way ,  notwithflandmg  the  many  and  hand- 
fome  Accounts  which  have  been  given  the  Public  k, 
greatly  in  Favour  of  this  PraBice , 

a  And 
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Ancl  it  may  be  of  fome  Service ,  was  it  only  on 
Account  of  the  great  Proportion  of  Adult  Perfons  and. 
others  advanced  in  Fears,  to  whom  the  Small-P ox , 
m  the  natural  W iy,  has  been  mojl  fatal :  And  yet,, 
from  my  Experience,  I  may  be  allow  d  to  fay,  that 
even  fuch  have  a  very  fair  ProfpeB  of  paffing  well 
thro 5  that  Diftemper  by  Inoculation . 

I  began  the  PraBice  indeed  from  a  floort  Confi -» 
deration  thereof ;  for  my  Children ,  whofe  hives 
were  very  dear  to  me,  were  daily  in  Danger  of  ta - 
king  the  InfeBion,  by  my  vifiting  the  Sick  in  the  na - 
tural  IV ay  ;  and  altho  there  arofe  fuch  a  Cloud  of 
Oppofers  at  the  Beginning,  yet  finding  my  Account y 
in  the  Succefs,  and  eafy  Circumfances  of  my  Patients , 
(with  the  Encouragement  of  the  good  Minfters )  i 
re  filed  to  carry  it  on  for  the  favmg  of  Lives ,  not  re¬ 
garding  any  or  all  the  Menaces,  and  Oppofition  that 
were  made  agamjl  it. 

1  have  not,  in  this  PraBice,  left  room  for  any  one 
to  cavil,  and  fay,  that  my  Experiments  have  not  been 
fair ,  and  full  Proofs,  that  inoculating  the  Small-Pox 
is  a  certain  Means  of  moderating  that  Diftemper ,  to 
the  greatefi  Demon  fir  ation.  This  the  warmefi  Op¬ 
pofers  of  that  PraBice,  who  have  feen  any  fair  Trials 
made,  are  convinc'd  of  5  and  the  only  Difficulty  of 
convincing  all  Mankind,,,  is  how  to  make  them  Eye- 
witneffes  to  a  Number  fick  of  the  Small-Pox  in  both  - 
ways  of  InfeBion  1  and  this  would  do  it  at  once,  and 
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very  much  to  their  SatisfaBion  in ,  and  Appr  oh  at  ion  of 
this  Method.  And  here  it  Jhould  he  considered  how 
rajhly  our  Patients ,  even  whole  Families  together , 
rufhed  into  this  PraBicey  without  any  Phyfical  Pre¬ 
paration ,  or  other  needful  Provifon3  efpecially  in  fuch 
a  cold  Seafon  as  November  and  December,  being  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  Succefs  of  this  Method:  ’There  was  no 
withflanding  them :  I  muft  inoculate  all ,  without  Ex¬ 
ception^  they  being  in  Danger  of  having  the  Dijlemper 
in  the  natural  way.  In  March  and  April,  indeed y, 
we  inoculated noney  and  but  few  in  the  Summer  Sea¬ 
fon.  But  althd '  this  PraBice  from  the  Levant  comes 
recommended  to  be  made  ufe  of  in  the  Winter  as  the 
mofl  proper  Seafon ;  yet  I  did  not  find  it  to  fucceed  fo 
welly  and  prove  fo  gentle  with  us  in  the  pinching  coldy 
as  in  the  temperate  and  hotter  Seafons  of  the  Tear  ^ 
l  have  not  ufed  this  PraBice  only  to  the  healthful 
and  ftrongy  but  to  the  weak  and  difeafedy  the  aged 
and  the  young  :  Not  only  to  the  richy  but  have 
carried  it  into  the  Houfes  of  the  poory  and  laid 
down  whole  Families  j  and  tho’  thro  my  own  Hurry 
in  Bufinefsy  and  their  living  out  of  Towny  l  have  been 
forced  to  leave  them  to  the  Management  of  unexpe¬ 
rienced  NurfeSy  yet  they  all  did  well. 

And  as  to  thofe  fix  who  died  under  Inoculation  I 
would  obferve  that  Mrs.  Dixwell,  we  have  great  Rea- 
fon  to  believe ,  was  inf eBed  before.  Mr.  White,  thro 
fplenetic  Delufions ,  died  rather  from  Abflinence  than 
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the  Small-P ox.  Mrs.  Scarbrough  and  the  Indian1 
Girl  died  of  Accidents ,  by  taking  cold.  Mrs.  Wells 
and  Searle  were  Perfons  worn  out  with  Age  and  Dif- 
eafes^  and  very  likely  thefe  two  were  mfeBed  before. 
Neither  can  it  be  faid,  that  there  was  one  found  and 
healthful  Perfon  amongfl  them. 

IVe  met  with  no  fuch  terrible  EffeBs  {fave  that 
Death  is  terrible  in  all  its  Shapes )  from  the  Small- 
P ox  inoculated i  as  was  common  among f  us  in  the 
naturalway ,  viz.  Purple  Spots,  Convulfion  Fits,  bloody 
Urine ,  violent  Inflammations  in  the  Eyes ,  Throat ,  and 
other  P artsy  fcarFd  Faces ,  fome  who  had  lofl  both 
Eyes ,  and,  as  it  has  been  thought ,  near  an  hundred 
one  Eye,  with  many  more  melancholy  Symptoms  too 
tedious  here  to  enumerate  •  not  to  mention  Parents  be¬ 
ing  left  Childlefsy  Children  without  Parents ,  and  fome - 
times  Parents  and  Children's  being  both  carried  off, 
and  many  Families  broken  up  by  the  DeflruBion  the 
Small-Pox  made  m  the  naiuralway.  Indeed ,  we  had 
fome  Kefemblance  of  thofe  EffeBs  •  but  in  none  where  it 
was  not  evident ,  that  they  were  mfeBed  m  the  natural 
way  before  •,  and  tho  we  met  with  but  five  or  fix  cafes 
that  bordered  on ,  or  refembled more  or  lefs  thofe  Symp¬ 
toms. ,  yet  it  would  not  have  been  flrange  had  there  been 
fix  times  that  Number ;  for  m  Bofton,  and  in  the 
Middle  of  Roxbury,  no  one ■  knew  who  were ,  or  who 
were  not  wfeBed ,  before  inoculated 3  and  I  verily  be¬ 
lieve  that  twenty  five ,  if  not  thirty  of  my  Patients  were 
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infeBed  before  inoculated:  And  this  Reafon  I  can  give 
for  every  one  s  believing  fo ,  that  in  all  and  every  one 
whom  1  inoculated ',  and  that  had  not  been  expos  d  to 
an  infeBed  Air ,  and  which  were  above  one  hundred \ 
not  any  of  them  had  the  leaf  Shadow  of  fuch  Symp  - 
toms  upon  them ,  thro  the  whole  Courfe  of  their  Difl em- 
per .  However ,  I  do  not  recommend  this  PraBice  to 
he  carry  d  on  and  managd  by  old  Women  and  Nurfes  5,, 
no ,  I  would  have  it  carry' d  on  and  managfd  by  good 
Phyficians  and  Surgeons ,  where  they  are  to  be  had  5 
but  rather  than  the  People  Jhould  be  left  a  Prey  to 
the  Small-Pox  in  the  natural  Way,  let  it  be  managd 
by  Nurfes ,  for  1  cannot  help  thinking  that  even  m 
their  Hands,  many  lefs  would  die  of  the  Small-Pox 
by  Inoculation,  than  there  does  in  the  natural  Way,  tho ’ 
in  the  beji  of  Hands,  and  under  the  befl  of  Care. 

And  for  thofe  that  have  not  yet  come  into  this  Prac¬ 
tice,  for  their  Affiftancey  until  they  have  gain  d  better 
Knowledge,  1  have  given  fame  floort  DireBions  how 
they  may  proceed  with  their  Patients,  when  they  be¬ 
gin  this  PraBice  of  inoculating  the  Small-Pox.  And 
if  what  I  have  done ,  in  giving  this  Account,  may  ( with 
the  Labour  and  Pams  which  has  been  taken  by  many 
worthy  Gentlemen  on  this  Head)  contribute  to  the 
leading  People  into  a  Method  for  faving  their  Lives , 
and  their  Bodies  from  many  other  Miferies  that  do 
frequently  attend  thofe  that  have  the  natural  Small- 
Pox-,  l  fh all  obtain  my  End,  and  the  World  will 
have  the  Benefit 4  / 
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1  ought  to  apologize ,  and  afk  Pardon  of  my  good 
Friends  in  New  England,  for  this  Liberty  l have  taken , 
of  publtfhing  their  Names,  Ages,  and  Cafes,  without 
their  leave ,  more  efpec tally  the  young  Ladies.  And 
when  they  confide r  how  difficult  a  thing  it  is,  to  fet  Truth 
in  a  clear  Light  in  this  Cafe  to  the  SatisfaBion  of  an  un¬ 
believing  World 3  and  how  much  room  there  wou’d 
have  been  left  to  thofe  who  are  not  willing  to  believe , 
and  that  are  Wranglers  againfl  this  PraBice,  to  have 
flighted,  and  argued  againfi  the  Truth  and  Validity 
of  thefe  Accounts,  were  it  not  for  thofe  Particulars  $ 
for  l  mufi  fiand  or  fall  by  thefe  Accounts  :  l  fay, 
when  they  confder  that  it  was  done  for  the  good  of 
Mankind,  they  will  forgive  me,  and  upon  that  Ac¬ 
count  only  I  hope  and  defire  to  be  forgiven. 

I  do  not  call  upon  or  exhort  the  Phyficians  and  Sur¬ 
geons  who  are  already  in  the  PraBice,  and  have  ufed 
their  Endeavours  to  promote  it,  nor  do  l pretend  to  in¬ 
form  or  infir uB  them.  My  Defgn  is  only  to  fiir  up  thofe 
who  have  not  yet  come  into  andufedthis  Method ,  andto 
lay  before  the  People  a  fair  fate  of the  Dtfiemper  in  both 
ways  of  Inf eB ion,  that  they  may  be  appriz’d  of  the  dan¬ 
ger  in  the  one ,  and  the  reafonable  ExpeBation  they  have 
of  doing  well  in  the  other.  My  Reafonings  and  Opinions 
I fuhmit  to  thofe  of  better  Judgment ,  but  as  we  are  ra¬ 
tional  Creatures,  we  do,  or  fhould  delight  m  aBingupon 
Principles  of  Reafon ;  and  thofe  who  confider  this  Me-  - 
thocl ,  and  make  ufe  of  it,  l  think  may  be  faid  fo  to  a& . 
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I  hope  the  Reader  will  excufe  me  for  troubling  him 
with  fome  of  the  Difficulties  that  I  met  with,  I  have 
been  bafiely  usd  and  treated  by  fome  who  were  Enemies 
to  this  Method \  and  have  fiufferd  much  in  my  Reputa¬ 
tion  and  in  my  Buftnefs  too ,  from  the  Odiums  and  Re~ 
fleBions  cafl  upon  me  for  beginning  and  carrying  on  of 
this  PraBice  m  New  England  $  which  ill  Ufage 
I  think  jufily  intitles  me  to  make  the  neceffary  Reflec¬ 
tions,  and  relate  Matters  of  FaB  in  my  own  'Juf  if  cati¬ 
on  y  and  to  recommend  and  do  Juf  ice  to  the  Method, 
which  was  fo  expos  d  and  condemn'd  by  their  Mifire - 
prefentations,  which  have  been  fpread  abroad  in  the 
World  5  and  to  fet  things  in  a  good  Eighty  that  the 
World  may  impartially  judge  between  the  Parties  (if 
I  may  be  allow'd  the  Term)  which  of  the  two  have  aBed 
mo  ft  like  Men  and  Thrift  tans,  viz.  Whether  thofe  who 
have  oppos'd  and  exclaim  d  again (t  this  Method  with¬ 
out  due  Confii deration  of,  or  knowing  fcarce  any  thing 
about  it ;  or  thofe  who  have  confided  d  well,  been  in 
the  PraBice  of,  and  have  prov'd  by  their  own  Expe¬ 
rience  ,  or  that  have  feen  the  good  EffieBs  and  Bene  ft  of 
it,  and from  fitch  Reafonshave  recommended  it  to  others . 

Indeed  1  can  eafily  forgive  and  pity  thofe  who  thro ’ 
Tendernefs,  or  in  Point  of  Confidence ,  have  refufed  the 
offer'd  Mercy,  and  that  have  gently  appear'd  agamfi 
it :  Such ,  with  the  / Iffiflance  of  a  Divine,,  together  with 
the  Exercife  of  their  own  Reafon  upon  it,  may  eafily 
get  thro '  their  Difficulties .  But  for  thofe  who  out  of 
private  P eaks,  or  1/ tews,  have  exclaim  d  and  railed 
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againft  it,  and  who  have  trumpt  up  the  groan  die fs  ill  Con - 
fequences  that  would  attend  or  follow  it :  Such  I  leave 
to  fweat  it  out  with  juft  RejleBion  and  due  Repentance . 
As  for  my  own  Party  I  know  of  no  better  Way  of 
judging  between  moral  and  immoral  Methods  of  me¬ 
dical  PraBice ,  than  from  the  good  or  ill  Succefs  that 
does,  or  may  attend  them. 

I  have ,  for  DiftinBion  fake,  call'd  the  Small-Pox 
taken  m  the  Air  (only)  natural ;  tho  I  know  not  any 
ReaJ'on  why  that  by  Inoculation  may  not  be  call’d  fo 
too,  for  I  think  the  diftinB,  m  either  Way ,  to  be  the 
moft  genuine  FffeB  of  Nature  3  and  the  Difference  be¬ 
tween  them  feems  only  to  be,  as  m  that  of  improving 
Plants,  the  one  is  propagated  by  Nature  accidentally , 
and  the  other  by  Nature  with  Indujlry,  with  Intent 
to  make  them  better ,  “The  one  is  called  wild,  the  0- 
iher  tame ,  or  improv'd  •,  and  as  the  Ground  is  good 
or  bad,  fo  will  the  Plant  or  Fruit  be  differing,  more 
or  lefts :  So  it  will  be  in  the  Small  Pox  tranfplanted. 
Forgive  me  this  Comparifon ,  it  may  not  hold  good  in 
jlriB  Philofophy.  None  of  our  inoculated  Patients 
afterward  took  the  Small -Pox, tho''  they  were  continually 
expos  d.  I  make  this  Obfervation  left  the  ffftueftion 
Jhouldbeajked,  tho  I  think  it  high  Time  that  ground- 
lefts  Scruples  fthould  be  laid  afide. 

There  is  a  large  Field  open  for  much  to  be  faid  by  the 
Ingenious  and  Learned  in  Praifte  of  this  Method,  and ,  - 
I  hope ,  good  Improvements  will  be  made  m,  and  by  it. 
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INTRODUCTION. 

«* 

HE  Small-Pox,  which  had  been  a  Ter¬ 
ror  to  iVm  England  fince  firft  it  paid  a 
Vifit  there,  coming  into  Bofion>  and 
fpreading  there  in  Aprils  1721,  put  the 
Inhabitants  into  great  Confirmation  and  Diforder. 
Dr.  Mather ,  in  Compaflion  to  the  Lives  of  the  Peo¬ 
ple,  tranfcrib’d  from  the  Philofophical  T  ranfadtions  of 
the  Royal  Society,  the  Accounts  lent  them  by  Dr. 
Timonim  and  P<\llarmus  of  inoculating  the  Small- 
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Pox  in  the  Levant ,  and  Tent  them  to  the  Pra&itioners 
of  the  Town,  for  their  Confideration  thereon.  Up¬ 
on  reading  of  which  I  was  very:  well  pleas’d,  and  re- 
iolv  d  in  my  Mind  to  try  the  Experiment  3  well  re- 
membring  the  DePrudtion  the  Small-Pox  made  19 
Years  before,  when  lap  in  Boflon  3  and  how  narrow¬ 
ly  I  then  elcap’d  with  my  Life,  Now,  when  my 
Wife  and  many  others  were  gone  out  of  Town  to 
avoid  the  DiPemper,  and  all  Hope  given  up  of 
preventing  the  further  fpreading  of  it,  and  the  Guards 
were  firP  removed  from  the  Doors  of  infe&ed  Houfes, 
i  began  the  Experiment  3  and  not  being  able  to  make 
it  upon  mylelf,  (luch  was  my  Paith  in  the  Safety  and 
Succefs  of  this  Method)  I  chofe  to  make  it  (for  Ex¬ 
ample  fake)  upon  my  own  dear  Child,  and  two  of 
my  Servants. 

JUN E  the  26th,  1721,  I  inoculated  my  $onTho~ 
maSy,  of  about  fix,  my  Negro  Man,  Jack,  thirty 
Ex,  and  Jackey ,  two  and  an  half  Years  old.  They 
all  complain'd  on  the  6t h  Day  ,•  upon  the  7th,  the; 
two  Children  were  a  little  hot,  dull,  and  fleepy,  Tho¬ 
mas  (only)  had  twitchings  and  Parted  in  his  Peep. 
The  28th,  the  Childrens  Fevers  continued,  Tommy  s. 
switchings  and  Partings  in  Peep  increafed  ,*  and  tho’  the 
Fever  was  gentle  and  his  Senfes  bright,  yet  as  the  Prac- . 
ticc  was  new.  and  the  Clamour,  or  rather  Rage  of 
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the  People  againft  it  fo  violent,  that  I  was  put  into  a 
very  great  Fright  3  and  not  having  any  Directions  from 
D.  Ttmomus  and  Pyllartms  concerning  this  Practice,  I 
had  nothing  to  have  Recourfe  to  but  Patience,  and  there¬ 
fore  waited  upon  Nature  lor  a  Crifis  (neither  my  Fears 
nor  the  Symptoms  abating)  until  the  pth  5  when  early 
in  the  Morning  I  gave  him  a  Vomit,  upon  which  the 
Symptoms  went  off,  and  the  fame  Day,  upon  him  and 
the  black  Child,  a  kind  and  favourable  Small-Pox  came 
out,  of  about  an  hundred  a  piece  5  after  which  their 
Circumftances  became  ealy,  our  Trouble  was  over, 
and  they  foon  were  well. 

Jack's  Complaints,  in  two  or  three  Days  were 
over,  and  tho’  he  had  a  few  Puftles  about  one  of  his 
Inoculations,  I  am  inclin’d  to  think  he  had  had  the 
Small-Pox  before. 

'  .  It  was  plain  and  eafy  to  fee,  (even  in  thefe  two) 
with  Pleafure,  the  difference  between  having  the 
Small-Pox  this  way,  and  that  of  having  it  in  the 
natural  way. 

And  as  this  Practice  was  new  in  Europe ,  fo  it  muff 
needs  make  a  ftrange  Figure  in  New  England,  and 
more  efpecially  to  when  one  or  two  of  our  learned 
Efculapian  Tribe  had  made  the  Difcovery  how  this 
Practice  wou’d  produce  the  Plague,  viz .  becaufe  77- 
monrns  told  them  that  it  fometimes  happen’d  that 
Swellings  were  produc’d  by  it  in  fome  Emundory  of 
the  Body  3  and  like  wife  they  cavilled  and  faid,  that

Dr.  Mather  had  not  given  a  fair  Reprefentation 
from  Ttmonms  and  Pyllarmus’s  Accounts.  I  pray’d 
that  they  might  be  read  3  but  Dr.  Douglas ,  who 
own’d  them,  and  had  taken  them  from  Dr.  Ma¬ 
th  er^  refilled  to  have  them  read,  or  even  after¬ 
wards  to  lend  them  to  the  Governor  to  read  ,  fuch 
was  his  extraordinary  Care,  left  the  People,  in  time, 
fhoifd  have  been  reconcil’d  to  the  Practice,  and  taken 
the  Benefit  of  it. 

And  upon  July  the  2.1ft,  1721,  being  a  third  time 
call  d  to  an  Account  for  uling  this  Practice  by  fome. 

Gentlemen  ( influenced  thereto  )  who  bore  Authority 
in  B  often,  I  then,  having  leven  Perfons  more  undetv 
Inoculation,  whofe  Illnefs  were  not  yet  come  on  :  I; 
then  gave  a  publick  Invitation  to  the  Practitioners 
of  the  T^own  ( who  were  then  prefent  )  to  vific 
my  Patients,  who  were  under  that  Practice,  and  to 
judge  of  and  report  their  Circumftances  as  they  found, 
them.  But  Dr.  Lawrence  Dalhondes  terrible 
Account  ( fee  the  Account  at  the  End )  that  he 
then  gave  *  of  that  Practice  was  fuch,  that  none 
of  them  faw  Caufe  to  accept  my  Invitation  and 
tnfit  my  Patients.  Inftead  of  this,  and  reporting 
their  Circumftances  juftly  and  fairly,  as  it  was  their 
Duty,  and  the  People’s  Right,  for  them  to  have  done, 
fome  of  them  made  it  their  Bufinefs  to  invent,  col¬ 
led,  and  publifh  idle,  unjuft,  and  ridiculous  Stories  and 

Mifreprefentations  of  the  People’s  Circumftances  um 
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der  it,  and  the  Practice  3  tho’  none  of  them  had  ever 
been  concern  d  for,  or  had  feen  one  fingle  Perfon  of 
them  in  their  lilnefs,  except  by  Accident,  fave  Mr. 
White  once  or  twice,  or  that  knew  any  thing  of  their 
Gircumftances,  fave  that  they  faw  them  come  well 
and  early  abroad  after  their  Small-Pox.  And  not  fa~ 
tisfy'd  with  Inch  un juft  Proceedings  in  New  England , 
left  the  Truth  fihou’d  be  made  known  to  Great 
Britain,  and  that  our  good  Succefs  might  influence 
them  to  ufe  this  Practice,  Douglafs  favour  d  them  with 
his  wonderful  Knowledge  of  things  which  he  knew 
little  of,  as  may  be  feen  in  Dr.  Wagfiaff s  Book 

againft  Inoculation. 

And  as  for  Dalhonde  s  moft  furprifing  Inftances, 
the  knowing  Part  of  Mankind  now  believes  as  little 
of  them  as  if  he  had  faid  that  their  Heads  had  dropt 
off,  or  that  Inoculation  had  turn'd  Men  into  Women, 
or  any  other  ftrange  Thought  that  might  have  coma 
into  his  Head. 

I  have  made  diligent  Enquiry  in  England,  but  con’d 
never  meet  with  any  one  who  had  heard  of  any  fuch 
Practice  in  thefe  Parts  of  Europe ,  until  within  thefe  fi  ve 
or  fix  Years  paft,  or  that  believes  there  ever  was,  and 
efpecially  in  an  Army,  the  moft  unlikely  Place  to  begin 
it  in  3  and  if  began  there,  the  moft  likely  Place  he 
could  have  thought  of  to  have  made  it  public k  to  the 
World.  So  that  if  he  does  not  get  well-attefted 
Proofs  from  Drs»  Helvetius ,  Bollatto ,  and  Barrera, 
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of  the  Fad's,  I  doubt,  for  the  future,  his  Affirmation 
will  not  have  that  Credit  in  the  World,  as  an  honeft 
Man’s  ought  to  have. 

Theie  were  fome  of  the  Oppofitions  and  Difficul¬ 
ties  I  met  with  in  the  Beginning  of  this  Practice,  and 
which  was  the  Means  of  keeping  out  hundreds,  if  not 
thoufands,  from  coming  into  the  Practice  of  Inocu¬ 
lation,  which  might  have  faved  many  valuable  Lives 
that  were  loft  by  the  Small-Pox  in  the  natural  way, 
as  may  better  appear  when  the  Succefs  in  each  way  is 
compared. 

July  the  1 2th,  1721,  l  inoculated  Mr.  Jofhua 
Che  ever,  about  $9  X  ears  old.  He  had  upon  the 
dth  and  7th  Days  fome  light  fhivering  and  feverifh 
Turns,  and  upon  the  8  th  they  went  off,  the  Scarifi¬ 
cations  being  almoft  dried  up,  fo  that  we  concluded 
the  Operation  had  not  taken  effed. 

On  the  9th  in  the  Evening  (he  being  well)  a  Fire 
breaking  out,  he  run  with  others  to  help  put  out  the  Fire, 
and  in  labouring  at  it,  got  wet  with  Water  and  Sweat, 
return’d  home  very  ill  and  full  of  pain,  and  conti¬ 
nued  fo  all  Night  j  upon  vifiting  him  in  the  Morning,  I 
found  him  under  the  figns  of  a  high  Fever,  a  dry  in¬ 
flam’d  Skin,  full  of  Pain,  with  a  hard  and  quick  Pulfe, 
and  I  feared  he  would  have  had  the  Confluent  Small¬ 
pox.  He  being  lufty  and  ftrong,  I  bled  him  largely, 
aave  him  a  Vomit,  and  blifter  d  him,  upon  which 
the  Symptoms  went  ofl^  and  the  Small-Pox  came  out 
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of  a  kind  diftindt  Sort,  and  his  Pains,  and  our  Fears, 
were  foon  over,  and  in  a  fhort  time  he  was  well. 

His  Inoculations  never  inflam’d  and,  come  to  run, 
as  is  ufual,  but  dry’d  away  from  the  firft. 

Until  now,  I  uled  the  Turky  Way  of  fcarifying  and 
applying  the  Ntit-fhell,  &c.  which  I  foon  left  off, 
and  made  an  Incilion  thro'  the  true  Skin,  and  apply’d 
a  Plaifter  over  3  which  I  found  fince  to  be  the  bet¬ 
ter  Way. 

July  the  14th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  John  Hiller,  of 
about  3 4,  and  my  Negro,  Moll,  of  37  Years  old. 
Mr.  Hiller  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  time,  and 
of  a  kind  diftintt  hort,  the  Symptoms  gentle, ,  and 
he  foon  was  well.  Moll  had  a  flow  Fever  a  Day  or 
two,  and  fome  Pain,  which  both  went  off',  and  her 
Inoculation,  foon  dry  d  up  I  fuppofe  fine  had  had 
the  Small-Pox  before  ;  and  the  Reafon  why  the  Ne¬ 
gro  Man  and  fihe  was  fo  diford  er’d  from  Inoculation, 
might  be  from  their  being  expos’d  to  the  Evening 
and  Morning  Air:  The  Weather  being  hot,  I  did  not 
confine  them  before  they  complain’d. 

17th,  I  inoculated  my  Son  John,  about  13  Years, 
old  3  he  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ulual  Time,  a. 
final  1  Iprinkling  of  a  kind  Sort,  and  the.  Symptoms, 
gentle  3  but  upon  eating  Milk,  his  Nofe  bled,  and. 
he  appeared  feverilh.,  I  forbad  the  Milk,  and  both 
left  him.  He  being  a  Lover  of  Milk,  a  Day  or  two 
alter,  he.had.Milk  and  \Vaterfor  his  Drink,  upon  which, 

his 
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his  Nofe  bled,  and  flufhing  Heats  return’d  :  After 
which,  Milk  was  deny’d  him,  and  the  Symptoms 
went  off  and  never  return’d  again.  In  lieu  of  Milk 
and  Water,  he  drank  Teas,  which  finifh’d  the  Cure, 
and  he  was  well. 

19th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  John  fVebb,  about  67, 
Mr.  Jofeph  Webb,  50,  and  his  Wife  43  Years  old. 
The  eldeft  and  youngeft  of  thefe  were  weak  infirm 
Perfons,  they  all  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  uiuai 
Time,  and  of  the  diftin6l  Sort.  Mr.  John  W ebb 
had  an  ill  turn  of  Faintnefs  and  Oppreffion  of  Spirits, 
at  the  coming  out  of  the  Pox ;  but  when  they  were  out, 
the  Symptoms  went  off,  and  he,  with  the  other  two, 

paffed  gently  thro’  the  Diftemper,  and  foon  were 
well. 

Augufl  the  5  th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Larabee  and 
Mrs.  Hunt,  each  about  30,  Mrs.  Eflher  IV ebb,  1  ps 
Mr.  Cheevers  Lad,  16  Years  old.  Three  of  thefe 
had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and  of  a  good 
diftina  Sort,  their  Symptoms  gentle,  and  they  foon 
were  well.  Mrs.  Eflher  nurs’d  her  Father  and  Mo¬ 
ther  thro’  the  heighth  of  their  Small-Pox,  by  Inocu¬ 
lation,  before  fhe  was  inoculated  5  and  they  having  it 
fio  very  favourably,  it  was  hoped  that  (he  had  not 
taken  the  Infedion  of  them  5  but  we  were  foon  con¬ 
vinced  of  that  Error,  by  her  falling  Tick  and  the  break¬ 
ing  out  of  the  Confluent  Small-Pox  on  the  4th  or  5  th. 

Day  after  her  Inoculation  ,  and  it  was  with  a  great 
1  deal 
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deal  of  Care  and  Pains  that  (fie  liv'd  thro’  it.  She 
alfo  was  reftor’d  to  Health  in  a  fihort  time  after. 

1 2th,  I  inoculated  a  young  Gentleman  under  1 5 
Years  old,  and  much  againft  my  Inclination,  this  be¬ 
ing  the  only  Inftance  in  which  I  was  oblig'd  to  Secrecy. 

1  inoculated  Mr.  Edward  Langdon,  25,  Mr.  La- 
rabes  Servant-Man,  about  1 8  Years  old.  They  all 
three  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ulual  Time,  and  of  a 
diftind  Sort ;  the  two  laft  had  but  few  in  Number, 
and  their  Symptoms  gentle.  The  young  Gentleman 
had  them  pretty  full,  and  (near  the  filling)  for  two 
Days,  his  Fever  was  brilk;  but  upon  bleeding  and  the 
Ufe  of  an  Anodme,  the  Fever  went  off,  and  he,  with 
the  other  two,  were  foon  recover’d  to  Health. 

2  id,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Samuel  Valentine,  about 
19  Years  old  ,•  he  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ulual 
Time,  and  of  a  kind  diftind  Sort,  the  Symptoms 
gentle  ,*  and  he  foon  did  well. 

23d,  I  inoculated  Mrs.  Thornton,  about  19  Years 
old  ,•  fhe  was  under  fomc  Concern,  whether  fhe  was 
a  fit  Subjed,  or  whether  fhe  fhould  have  the  Small- 
Pox,  or  not,  any  Way  5  as  being  bom  when  her 
Mother  had  the  Small-Pox  upon  her.  Howe¬ 
ver,  fhe  had  them  at  the  ufual  Time,  an  hand- 
fome  fprinkling  of  a  diftind  Sort,  and  complained, 
much  oi  the  Sorenefs  *,  and  her  Pox  continued  longer 
on  her  than  ufual,  before  they  fell  off  and  dry  cl 
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away  3  the  Symptoms  were  gentle,  and  in  a  little 
Time  (he  was  well. 

23  d,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Nathaniel  Langdon ,  of 
about  27,  my  Son  Zabdtel ,  14,  Mrs.  Margaret 
Langdon ,  20,  and  Mrs.  Joanna  Syms  of  1  j  Years 
old.  They  all  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time, 
of  a  very  diftinct  Sort,  their  Symptoms  gentle,  and 
they  foon  were  well 3  tho’  my  Son  lay  two  Nights  in 
an  infeCted  Chamber  before  inoculated. 

3  oth,  I  inoculated  Mr.  John  Colman ,  18  Y ears 
old,  and  Mrs.  Dixwell,  about  3  7-  Mr.  Colman 
had  a  kind  and  favourable  Small-Pox,  as  is  common 
in  this  Way,  and  foon  got  well.  Mrs.  Dixwell  was 
a  fat  Gentlewoman  of  a  tender  Conftitution,  (be 
came  frightened  into  the  Practice,  as  mod  of  the 
others  had  done  3  not  only  by  living  near  the  Infect¬ 
ed,  but  pafling  fome  Days  before  by  a  Door  where¬ 
in  lay  a  Corpfe  ready  for  the  Grave,  which  died  of 
the  Confluent  Small-Pox,  the  Stench  whereof  greatly 
offended  and  furprifed  her  with  Fear  of  being  infedr- 
ed  :  However,  flhe  went  the  ufual  Time  of  nine 
Days  before  Eruption,  and  broke  out  full  of  a  di- 
ftina  Sort  3  but  being  of  a  very  moift  Habit,  they 
fluxed  in  her  Face,  about  the  7th  Day :  She  had  a 
fore  Throat,  was  often  reftlefs,  and  by  Turns  had  a 
Difficulty  of  Breathing,  her  Fever  and  Thirft  being 
yet  moderate  :  The  n-th,  her  Pox  began  to  turn  3, 

the  1 3th,  her  Face  became  crufty  3  and  the  1 4th,  the 

Scabs, 
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Scabs  began  to  fall  oft',  and  fhe  appear’d  more  com¬ 
fortable  5  her  Incifions  grew  wider,  and  run  plenti¬ 
fully.  All  this  while  we  were  in  good  Hopes  of 
her  doing  well.  This  Afternoon  her  two  Children 
were  brought  to  her,  juft:  recovered  in  the  natural 
way,  which  gave  her  great  Joy,  but  put  her 
Spirits  into  too  great  a  Motion  5  and  the  Weather 
changing  cool  (I  apprehend)  fine  took  fome  cold, 
for  that  Evening  fine  was  taken  with  hyfteric  Fits, 
which  held  her  about  two  Hours  3  but  upon  the 
Ufe  of  an  Anod'me  and  fome  Anti-hyfterics,  fhe 
became  quiet,  and  refted  lome  Hours  that  Night, 
and  feem’d  refrefhd  in  the  Morning,  and  held  it  good 
part  of  the  Day :  But  the  Evening  returning,  brought 
on  her  Fits,  together  with  a  new  Fever  3  upon  which  I 
bled  her  and  repeated  her  Blifters,  and  ufed  many  other 
Means,  but  to  no  Effed :  The  Fits  and  Fever  fol¬ 
low’d  her  clofe  until  the  17th  of  Eruption,  and  16th 
from  Inoculation,  when  fhe  died. 

31ft,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Samuel  Jones,  of  about  3  2, 
and  Mrs.  Waldran  of  35  Years  old  :  The  former 
had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  favour¬ 
able  diftind  Sort,  and  was  foon  well.  Mrs.  Wal¬ 
dron  fuffer’d  fome  light  touches  of  a  feverifh  Diforder 
on  the  <5th  and  7th  Days,  and  on  the  8  th  they  va- 
nifh’d.  Knowing  (thro*  her  Fears)  I  had  done  it 
the  firft:  Time  but  flightly,  I  then  inoculated  her 
again  3  which  took  Efted,  and  at  the  ufual  Time 

C  2  produc’d 
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product]  a  kind  diftindt  Pox,  which  (lie  eafily  pais’d 
thro’,  and  was  foon  well. 

September  the  4th,  I  inoculated  Mrs.  B - A  of 

about  32  Years  old,  upon  a  Pimple  fhc  had  fcratchd 
off  on  one  Arm,  and  on  the  other,  where  fhe  had 
pricked  the  Skin,  lo  as  to  raife  a  fmall  Drop  of  Blood : 
It  was  attended  only  with  fome  feverifth  turns,  which 
upon  the  8th  Day  vanifhed  3  and  upon  the  9th,  her 
Fears  being  great  left  ftie  fliould  take  it  in  the  natural 
way ;  fhe  fuffer’d  me  to  make  the  proper  Incifipns  3  after 
which,  at  the  7th  Day,  her  Fever  came  on,  and  the 
Small- Pox  came  out  on  the  oth  pretty  full  of  the 
diftindt  Sort  :  She  had  fomething  more  of  a  Fever 
than  is  ulual  this  way,  and  about  the  height  of  the 
Diftemper  her  Menfes  came  down,  which  added  to 
her  Uneafinefles  a  few  Days  3  but  all  went  over,  and 
{lie  foon  got  well.  It  was  ftrongly  reported,  that 
{lie  rmfcarry  d  ■  but  upon  ftriCt  Inquiry  of  the  Nuife, 

I  found  it  falfe  and  groundlefs,  flie  not  being  then 

with  Child. 

I  inoculated  Mrs.  Dodpe^  about  20  Years  old,  who 
had  nurfed  her  Sifter,  then  lying  Pick  of  the  Con¬ 
fluent  Small- Pox,  until  the  7th  Day  from  her  Erup¬ 
tion  :  She  being  terrif y’d  with  the  Circumftances  of 
her  Sifter,  I  was  perfuaded  by  her  Mother  and  felf  to  in¬ 
oculate  her,  which  I  did,  by  way  of  Experiment:  Sue 
had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual Time,  with  very  little 

Skknefs  or  Pain,  and  fcarce  an  hundred  in  all :  She 
_  ••  was 
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was  To  foon  well,  it  could  hardly  be  laid  (he  Had 
been  lick. 

5  th,  I  inoculated  Juftice  Lynds* s  Negro  Boy,  about 
1 7  Years  old,  he  had  the  Small- Pox  at  the  ufual 
Time,  and  of  a  very  kind,  diftind  Sort,  and  foon 
was  well. 

6th,  I  inoculated  my  three  Daughters,  Jerufha 
of  about  io,  Maty  8,  and  Elizabeth  4  Years  old  $ 
the  eldeft  had  but  about  40  or  50,  the  other  two 
were  pretty  full  in  their  Faces  3  and  all  their  Symptoms 
proving  gentle,  they  foon  did  well. 

7th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Ellas  Adams ,  about  18 
Years  of  Age,  he  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  common 
Time,  and  full  of  the  diftind  Sort  3  about  the  height, 
he  was  very  reftlefs  and  hot  3  but  upon  the  ufe 
of  an  oily  Mixture  and  two  bliftering  Plaifters,  the 
Symptoms  went  off,  and  he  got  foon  well. 

I  inoculated  Mr.  Abial  fValey’s  Negro  Girl,  about 
14  Years  old  3  (he  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual 
Time,  of  a  kind  diftind  Sort,  and  was  foon  well. 

8th,  1  inoculated  Mrs.  Pierce^  about  3  z  Years 
old  3  flie  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and 
of  the  diftind  Sort,  -  and  foon  did  well. 

f)th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Thomas  Boyljlon ,  about  3  1 
Years  old  3  he  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time, 
and  of  a  kind  diftind  Sort,  a  little  fuller  than  ordi¬ 
nary  this  Way  5  but  the  Symptoms  proved  gentle, 
and  he  loon  was  well,

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I  inoculated  Mrs.  N - s ,  who  had  been  coming 

into  the  Practice  for  fome  Time  before,  and  had 
lived  in  the  Way  of  infection  above  a  Month  $  but 
now,  through  Hope  and  Fear,  tho’  too  late,  fhe  fub- 
mitted  to  it.  The  3d  Day  fhe  fell  Tick,*  the  5th,  the 
Small-Pox  appeared,  and  continued  coming  out  until 
the  8th  or  9th,  when  fhe  was  full  of  a  fmall,  deprelfed, 
confluent  Sort,  and  her  Throat  was  dry  and  fore  3  fhe 
had  no  immediate  Signs  of  Danger  until  the  1 6th,  (fhe 
being,  as  it  might  be  fuppofed,  a  breeding,  and  8 
or  9  Weeks  gone)  when  her  Menfes  came  down  upon 
her,  upon  which  her  Strength  failed,  and  her  Spirits 
funk.  The  17th,  die  flooded,  and  began  to  talk 
idly,  conceiting  fhe  was  in  the  Waters,  I  vifit- 
ed  her  about  1 1  that  Night  and  found  her  delirious, 
extreamly  cold,  and  in  a  clammy  Sweat,  and  her  Pulfe 
fo  low,  that  I  could  hardly  be  fenfible  fhe  had  any  at 
all  3  I  ordered  her  fome  Drops  of  Oil  of  Cinnamon  and 
Liquid  Laudanum  in  Sugar,  (expecting  little  from 
a  weaker  Cordial)  of  which  fhe  had  given  her  two 
or  three  times -that  Night.  I  vilited  in  the  Morning, 
and  found  her  much  revived,  and  her  Flooding  flay’d  5 
there  was  a  fmall  imperfect  Subftance  found  in  the 
Bed.  Afterwards  fhe  mended  flowly,  a  violent  In¬ 
flammation  attending  her  Eyes,  her  Face  being  much 
i  well’d,  and  her  Eye-lids  clofed  3  we  were  not  fenfible  of 
the  Danger,  until  the  flharp  Humour  had  ulcerated  the 
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horney  Coat  of  one  Eye,  the  Sight  of  which  fhe  loft  3 
fhe  otherways  recovered  and  did  well. 

'  1  ith,  I  inoculated  Mrs.  Jane  Coleman  of  about 
14,  and  Mr.  Grafton  Feaveryear  of  about  30  Years 
old  3  on  both  thefe  the  Small-Pox  came  out  at  the 
ufual  Time,  of  a  kind  diftind  Sort,  the  Symptoms 
friendly,  they  foon  grew  well.  Mrs.  Jane  had  about 
50  or  60 ,  Mr.  Feaveryear  a  good  handfome  Sprink¬ 
ling  3  he  had  lived  in  an  infeded  Houfe  about  a 
Month  before  inoculated. 

•  1 2th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Daniel  Berry's  Son,  about 
20,  and  his  Daughter  about  1 <5,  and  Mr.  Melvin 
about  22  Years  old  :  Thefe  three  had  the  Small-Pox 
at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  kind  diftind  Sort,  and  they 
foon  were  well. 

1 3  th,  I  inoculated  Mrs.  Margaret  Salter ,  about 
30  Years  old,  a  weakly  hyfterical  Woman,  and  often 
ill  5  and  tho5  fhe  had  the  Small-Pox  very  favourably, 
as  to  Number,  yet  fhe  complain  d  much  of  Pain  in 
her  Head,  and  Vapours,  which  gave  me  fome  Trou¬ 
ble  3  but  in  a  fhort  Time  thofe  Symptoms  went  off, 
and  flie  foon  was  well,. 

I  inoculated  Mrs.  Eliz.  Melvin ,  about  1  p  Years 
old  3  fhe  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and 
of  a  kind  diftind  Sort,  and  foon  did  well.  She  liv’d 
fome  diftance  from  me,  fo  that  I  law  her  but  twice 
after  I  inoculated  her. 

1 6th, 
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1 6th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  John  Adams  about  35-, 
and  Mr.  Jones' s  Child,  4  Years  old  3  they  both  had 
the  Small-Pox  at  the  Time  expected,  few  in  Num¬ 
ber,  the  Symptoms  gentle,  they  foon  were  well. 
Thro’  Neglect,  Mr.  Adams0 s  Inoculations  inflamed, 
and  became  painful  for  3  or  4  Days,  but  were  after¬ 
wards  eafy,  and  foon  healed. 

I  inoculated  Mrs.  Adams  about  30,  and  her  Daugh¬ 
ter  about  4  Years  old  3  it  had  no  Effect  upon  Mrs. 
Adams ,  which  a  little  furprifed  me  3  and  upon  pro- 
poling  to  inoculate  her  again,  flhe  faid  flhe  remem¬ 
ber’d,  when  a  little  Girl,  the  Small-Pox  was  in  her 
Father’s  Family,  and  flhe  ill,  and  that  there  was  a 
Difpute  between  the  Doctor  and  Nurfe  whether  her  s 
was  the  Small-Pox  or  not,  having  but  three  Puftles  3 
the  Mark  of  one  flhe  (hewed  me.  I  advis’d  her  to 
nurfe  her  Child,  which  was  now  ill,  and  be  out  of 
Fear  3  and  flhe  did  fo.  The  Child,  at  the  ulual 
Time,  had  the  Small-Pox  pretty  full  in  the  Face, 
and  had  a  confiderable  Fever  attending.  I  gave  it  a 
Vomit,  which  over  work’d,  and  weaken’d  it  for  the 
prefent,  inftead  of  relieving  it :  The  Child  continu’d 
very  ill  until  about  the  6th  or  7th  Day  of  Eruption  3 
when  the  Pock  ripen’d,  the  Fever  went  off,  and  it 
foon  return’d  to  Health. 

I  inoculated  Mr.  Richard  Tucker ,  about  40  Years 
old,  of  a  broken  Conflitution  3  he  had  the  Small- 
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Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  few  in  Number,  good  in 
Kind,  the  Symptoms  gentle,  and  he  foon  was  well. 

20th,  I  inoculated  Mrs.  Eliz.  Fa  lent  in  e  about  18, 
Mr.  JVarner  21,  and  Mr.  Proffers  Indian  Man  20 
Years  old  3  thefe  all  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual 
Time,  of  a  good  diftinct  Sort:  The  Indian  had  3 
or  4  uneafy  Nights,  after  which  his  Reft  return  d, 
and  they  were  all  foon  well.  Mrs.  V ilentine  had 
but  very  few. 

2 1  ft,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Nathaniel  Eyre  of  about 
62,  (he  was  a  Gentleman  very  AfthmaticalJ  his  Son 
Nathaniel  Eyre  about  2  j,  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Kitt 
about  20  Years  old  3  fhe  had  been  in  infeded  Houles 
and  was  taken  down  the  next  Day,  had  the  Small- 
Pox  full,  ol  a  good  Sort :  The  other  two  had 
the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  very  kind, 
diftind  Sort,  and  few  in  Number.  The  old  Gen¬ 
tleman  was  in  his  Cloaths  every  Day, 
render’d  him  uncomfortable  in  Bed. 
recover’d  and  did  well. 

2  2d,  I  inoculated  Mrs.  Woodbury,  about  28  Years 
old  3  fhe  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of 
a  kind,  diftind  Sort,  the  Symptoms  gentle,  and  fhe 
loon  was  well. 

23d,  I  inoculated  the  Hon.  Thomas  Fitch ,  Efq5 
his  only  Son,  about  14  Years  old  3  he  had  the  Small¬ 
pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  few  in  Number,  the  Symp¬ 
toms  eafy,  and  he  loon  was  well. 
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0 Bober  the  dth,  I  inoculated  Mrs.  Unice  Wil¬ 
lard  >  about  1 i Y ears  old  j  flie  had  the  Small-  Pox  at 
the  ufual  Time,  of  a  kind,  diftinfr  Sort,  and  foon 
well. 

i  3th,  I  inoculated  Mrs. Hannah  Brick  of  id,  and 
Nathaniel  Lor  mg  of  1 2.  Y  ears  old  •  thefe  had  the 
Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  kind,  diftinft 
Sort,  and  foon  were  well. 

I  fhould  have  inoculated  thefe,  had  I  been  able, 
laft  Night,  with  Mr.  Daniel  Lorings  elded:  Son, 
about  1  j  Y ears  old,  (Brother  to  Nathaniel)  who 
had  been  fent  into  the  Country  about  a  Fortnight  be¬ 
fore  to  efcape  it  in  the  natural  Way  3  he  came  home 
well  laft  Evening  to  be  inoculated  ,•  in  the  Night 
was  taken  with  the  Symptoms  of  the  Small-Pox,  which 
this  Day  brake  out  of  the  confluent  Sort:  He  foon  loft 
his  Realon,  and  died  on  the  <5th  or  7th  Day.  I  men¬ 
tion  this  Cafe  for  thefe  Realons,  viz.  Had  I  inocu¬ 
lated  him  as  was  intended,  few  wou’d  have  believ'd 
him  infected  before  3  and  that  it  may  be  fuppos’d, 
at  leaft,  that  the  Small-Pox  lurks  in  the  Body  longer 
when  taken  in  the  natural  Way,  than  when  taken  in 
the  artificial  Way,*  as  has  been  often  obferv’d,  in 
many  Cafes,  where  People  have  been  but  once  in  the 
Way  of  Infection,  or  that  have  come  from  infe&ed 
Towns  or  Veflels,  &c. 

14th,  I  inoculated  Mrs.  Martha  fitch  about  id, 

and  Mrs.  Mary  about  1  j  Years  pld  3  they  both  had

the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time  very  favourably, 
few  in  Number,  the  Symptoms  pleafant,  and  they 
foon  were  well. 

26th,  1  inoculated  Mrs.  Sarah  Boy  1ft  on,  at  Rox~ 
bury,  of  about  2 6  Years  old,*  fhe  was  at  Lodgings 
in  the  Country  to  efcape  the  Diftemper:  Before  her 
Travel  came  on,  the  Small-Pox  broke  out  in  the  Fa¬ 
mily  5  and  about  two  Days  after  fhe  was  deliver  d, 
her  Fear  of  that  being  over,  fhe  was  now  diftrefs  d 
with  the  Danger  of  having  the  Small-Pox  in  the  na¬ 
tural  Way.  My  Brother  came  to  me  to  advife  in 
the  Affair,  and  defifd  me  to  go  with  him  to  fee  her  3 
accordingly  I  did,  and  that  prepar’d  3  and  upon  both 
their  Requefts,  I  inoculated  her.  A  Coach  was  pro¬ 
vided,  and,  wrapt  up  in  a  Bed,  fhe  was  brought 
home  to  Bojlon,  and  on  the  10th  Day  broke  out  with 
the  Small-Pox,  of  a  kind,  diftind  Sort,  and  pafs’d 
thro’  it  without  any  fenfible  Danger,  and  foon  re¬ 
covered  her  Health,  from  lying-in,  and  having  the 
Small- Pox  together. 

At  the  fame  Time,  and  at  the  fame  Houfe  I  in¬ 
oculated  Mrs.  Mary  Lane  of  20,  and  Mrs.  Rebecca 
Abbot  of  1 1  Years  old  3  they  both  had  the  Small¬ 
pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  kind,  diftind  Sort,  the'. 
Symptoms  prov’d  eafy,  and  they  being  out  of  Town, 

I  faw  them  but  twice,  after  Inoculation,  before  they 
were  well. 
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I  inoculated  Mrs.  Blagues  Negro  Girl,  about  y 
Years  old  3  fhe  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  rime, 
as  favourably  as  any  of  the  reft,  and  foon  got  well. 

3  oth,  I  inoculated  Capt.  John  Oshurne  about  3  <5, 
and  his  Wife  about  3  3,  Judge  Davenport’s  Son  John 
about  17,  Mr.  Caleb  Lymon  about  43,  and  Safanna 
Lymon  about  7  Years  old  3  they  all  had  the  Small- 
Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  fine  diftindt  Sort,  the 
Symptoms  gentle,  and  they  were  loon  well. 

31ft,  I  inoculated  the  Reverend  Mr.  Thomas  hi  al¬ 
ter^  Mr.  Samuel  / Ifpmgwall ,  and  Mr.  Dany  ,*  they 
all  had  the  Small- Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and  of  the 
diftindt  Sort.  Mr.  /Ifpmgwall  had  feveral  reftlels 
Nights,  which  obliged  me  to  give  him  an  Anodine  for 
two  or  three  Nights  following.  The  other  two  Gen¬ 
tlemen  laughed  at  him,  and  laid  he  was  troubled  with 
Vapours.  They  all,  in  a  fhort  Time,  were  well. 
Thefe  Gentlemen  came  from  Roxhury  into  Bojlon  to 
be  inoculated,  and  lay  in  one  Room  3  and  by  their 
Recommendation  of  this  Pradhce  at  their  Return, 
prov  d  to  be  of  great  Service  to  that  Town,  in  laving 
many  Lives,  if  I  may  be  allow  d  to  judge  from  the 
Succefs  of  the  different  Ways  of  Infection,  viz.  out 
of  the  fir ft  thirteen  who  had  the  Small-Pox  in  the 
natural  Way,  ten  of  them  died  3  and  in  above  40 
Men  that  were  inoculated  at  or  near  the  fame  Time, 
in  the  fame  Town,  not  one  Man  died. 
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l  inoculated  Mr.  Nathaniel  Loving's  only  Child, 
about  9  Years  old,  his  Father  being  much  concern’d 
for  him,  on  Account  of  the  Small- Pox  having  been 
very  fatal  to  their  Family  3  he  had  the  Small -Pox  at 
the  ufual  Time,  very  kindly,  few  in  Number,  and 
he  loon  was  well. 

November  the  1  ft,  I  inoculated  Mrs.  Sarah  Brom- 
field about  2  5,  Mrs.  Mary  Bromfield  13,  Mrs. Cheekly 
24,  and  Mrs,  Willard’s  Daughter  18  Years  old 
they  all  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a 
kind  diftindt  Sort,  and  were  all  foon  well. 

2d,  I  inoculated  Mr  .Webb,  of  Char  lejl  own,  about 
32,  and  his  Wife  about  28  5  they  both  had  the 
Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  kind,  diftindt 
Sort,  and  were  loon  w  eil. 

1  inoculated  the  Reverend  Mr.  Rbenezer  Pierpoint^ 
of  Roxbnry ,  .24  Years  old  3  he  had  the  Small-Pox 
at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  kind,  diftindt  Sort,  few  in 
Number,  and  he  loon  got  well. 

3d,  1  inoculated  Mrs.  W inflow ,  about  21  Years 
old  3  fhe  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time  of 
the  diftindt  Sort,  but  pretty  full.  She  was  hot  and 
reitlefs  at  the  filling  of  the  Pock,  which  occafioffd  me 
to  bleed  her  3  after  which,  the  Symptoms  went  off, 
and  file  loon  recover’d  her  Health. 

7th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Rbenezer  Holmes ,  about 
1 7  Years  old  ,•  he  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual 
Time,  of  a  kind,  diftindt  Sort,  and  was  foon  well.

9th,  1  inoculated  Mr.  Jofeph  While  of  about  $  2, 
Mrs.  Goodwin  36,  and  Mr.  Edmond  Wells  of  23 
Years  old  •,  theie  all  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual 
rime,  and  of  the  diftind  Sort.  Two  of  theie  com¬ 
plain’d  a  little  more  than  ordinary  at  the  coming  out 
and  filling,  which  foon  went  off  and  they  all  foon 
were  well.

Simeon  about  1  3,  and  his  Indian  Man  about  21  5 
they  both  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of 
a  kind  Sort,  few  in  Number,  the  Symptoms  gentle, 
they  foon  were  well. 

17th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  James  Alford,  about  28 
Years  old  3  he  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time, 
of  a  kind  Sort,  few  in  Number,  the  Symptoms  gen¬ 
tle,  and  he  foon  was  well. 

1  8  th,  I  inoculated  Capt.  Samuel  Greenwood  about

Time,  few  in  Number,  the  Symptoms  eafy,  and 
fhe  loon  did  well. 

20th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  "John  Gardner  about  1 8, 
and  Mrs.  Morrice  y  y  Years  old  ,  they  both  had  the 
Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  kind,  diftindt 
Sort,  the  Symptoms  eafy,  and  they  loon  did  well. 

21ft,  1  inoculated  John  White,  Efcp  of  about  y  2 
Years  old  5  he  was  then  a  weak  infirm  Man,  and 
had  been  fo  near  30  Y ears,  fome  time  confumptive 
and  very  Iplenetic :  Thus  knowing  his  unhappy  Con- 
ftitution,  I  perluaded  him  to  remove  further  into  the 
Country  to  avoid  the  Infection.  He,  tired  with  a 
Country  Life  already,  and  not  knowing  when  Rofion 
woifd  be  freed  from  the  Small-Pox,  though,  very 
cautious  and  timorous,  yet  wou’d  be  inoculated. 
The  Small-Pox  came  out  on  the  9th,  as  ufual,  of 
the  diftindfc  Sort,  the  Symptoms  eafy  5  they  continued 
coming  out  the  20th  and  1  ith,  at  which  Time  he 
was  pretty  full  of  a  very  diftindt  Sort,  and  the  Symp¬ 
toms  eaiy,  except  that  he  was  fplenetic  and  dull, 
which  he  was  from  the  6th,  when  he  hr  ft  complain  d  $ 
i  2th  and  13th  the  Pock  came  forward,  tho  ilowlv, 
and  of  but  an  indifferent  Complexion.  Now  his 
fplenetic  Darknefles  encreafed,  and  whereas  the  fir  ft 
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Days  he  took  but  little  Nourifliment,  now  he  won’d 
take  none,  by  his  Good-will,  and  refus’d  to  be  1  aoke 
to,  or  comforted,  notwithftanding  he  had  no  < ....Com¬ 
plaints  either  of  Pain  or  Sickneis,  Heat  or  Op- 
predion  at  his  Bread:.  '1  hus  he  lay  langur  hing, 
and  withering  away  like  a  Plant  without  Moifture 
(the  Pock  notripe,  and  of  a  livid  Colour)  until  the 
1 2  th  of  Eruption  and  21ft  from  Inoculation,  when 
he  died. 

2  2d,  I  inoculated  Mrs.  Ruff  el,  30,  and  two  of 
her  Children,  one  4  and  the  other  2  Years  old, 
Mrs.  Abigail  fVt illard  2  2  Y  ears  old  5  thefe  had  the 
Small- Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and  ot  a  kind,  diftindl 
Sort  3  the  Symptoms  gentle,  they  all  loon  did  well. 

I  inoculated,  at  Roxbury,  Mr.  Samuel  Stevens  about 
37,  his  Child  of  14  Months,  his  Servant  Girl  1  j, 
his  Indian  Boy  14,  Mr.  IV arr'm  28,  and  his  Bro¬ 
ther  18  Years  old  3  fix  of  thefe  had  the  Small-Pox 
at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  kind,  diftindt  Sort,  the  Symp¬ 
toms  gentle,  they  were  loon  well.  The  Girl  was 
taken  ill  the  next  Day,  broke  out  the  3d  of  the  con¬ 
fluent  Sort,  had  a  high  Fever,  a  bad  Throat,  and 
with  much  a  do  file  elcaped  with  her  Life,  and  did 
well.  How  to  account  lor  this  Accident,  we  were 
at  a  Lofs,  (they  living  diftant  from  infedted  Houles) 
until  the  Girl  was  well  3  and  then  flie  confels’d  how 
file  got  the  Diftemper:  viz.  About  a  Week  or  ten 
Days  before  I  inoculated  her,  file  went  into  an  in¬ 
fedted 
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felled  Houfe,  to  fee  Tome  Acquaintance  there,  but 
dare  not  fpeak  of  it  before  now,  for  Fear  of  Anger. 

23d,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Ebenezer  Pemberton ,  and 
Mr.  John  Low  el,  each  about  1 8  5  Mr.  Thomas  Dia¬ 
mond  1 4  Years  old. 

24th,  I  inoculated  the  honourable  Judge  Quincy's 
Son  Edmond, ,  Mr.  Ebenezer  Turd,  Mr.  Ebenezer 
Gee,  each  18,  Mr.  Samuel  Dunbar,  16,  Mr.  Sa¬ 
muel  Freeman,  15,  Mr.  Benjamin  Fitch,  and  Mr. 
James  Varney,  each  14,  Mr.  Edward  Wiylefworth, 
(Mr.  Hollis's  ProfelTor,  3  2)  Mr.  William  IVeljled, 
Fellow,  24. 

25th,  The  honourable  Judge  Sewell's  Grand fon, 
Samuel  Hirft,  17,  the  honourable  Jonathan  Belcher's 
Son  Andrew,  1  j,  Mr.  James  Pitts,  14  Years  old. 
Meeting  in  this  Practice,  within  three  Days,  fuch  a 
Number  of  our  College  young  Gentry  (and  with 
them  two  of  their  Overfeers)  I  take  the  Liberty  of 
mentioning  them  as  Inch,  and  I  hope  the  Y ouths  will 
manage  well.  Fourteen  of  thefe  had  the  Small-Pox 
at  the  uftial  time,  and  of  a  kind,  diftindt  Sort,  few 
in  Number,  and  their  Symptoms  gentle.  Mr.  Wiglef- 
worth  had  the  Small- Pox  at  the  lame  time,  and  of  a 
very  diftindt  Sort,  but  not  fo  kind  3  between  the 
coming  out  and  filling  of  the  Pock,  he  fuffer  d,  two 
or  three  Days,  an  Oppreflion  of  the  Spirits,  wan¬ 
dering  Pains,  and  Sicknefs  at  Stomach,  which  all 
went  oil  at  the  ripening  of  the  Pock,  and  he,  with 
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the  other  fourteen,  foon  recovered  and  did  well. 

I  inoculated  at  Roxbury ,  Mr.  Barnard ,  of  about 
;o,  Mr.  Benjamin  Woods ,  23,  Mr.  Eleazer  Wil¬ 
liams ,  25,  Mr .  Edward  Dorr,  3  y,  and  three  of  his 
Children,  one  1 1,  one  5,  and  one  three  Years  old. 
The  three  former  of  thefe  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the 
ufual  time,  and  or  a  diftind  Sort  (the  Weather,  it 
being  December,  was  very  cold,  and  the  Country- 
Houles  not  fo  warm  as  thole  in  B  oft  on)  they  com¬ 
plain’d  a  little  more  of  the  Sorenefs  of  the  Pocks, 
and  of  their  Inoculations,  but  pafs’d  bravely  thro1 
it,  and  foon  were  well. 

I  (hall  omit  the  Account  of  Mr.  Dorr  and  his 
Children  here,  and  give  it  with  the  other  Part  of  his 
Family,  which  were  inoculated  five  Days  after,  viz. 
the  29th  of  November. 

25th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Thomas  Geners,  of  about 
29,  and  Mr.  Parker  26  Years  old,  both  ot  Charles- 
town  3  they  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  time,  and  of 
a  diftind  Sort,  Mr.  Generss  very  few  and  favourable, 
but  Mr  Parker  had  a  great  many,  and  differ ’d  a  good 
deal  of  Sorenefs,  Heat,  and  Reftlefsnefs,  two  or  three 
Days  at  the  filling  3  which  foon  went  oft,  and  they 

both  did  well. 

26th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Samuel  Gardner ,  about 
20  Years  old  3  he  had  the  Small  Pox  at  the  ufual 
Time,  of  a  kind  diftind  Sort,  few  in  Number,  and 

he  foon  was  well. 

I  in- 
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I  inoculated  Mr,  Tufts  of  Cambridge ,  about  31, 
and  his  Negroe  Boy  u  Years  old.  1  was  now  lo 
much  employ’d  in  Bo  ft  on  and  Roxbury ,  when  their 
Sicknefs  came  on,  that  when  Mr.  Tufts  fent  for  me, 
I  could  not  go  to  them,  and  only  fent  Directions, 
with  fome  few  Medicines ,  and  never  law  either 
until  they  were  well.  They  had  the  Small-Pox  at 
the  Lifual  Time,  and  of  the  favourable  Sort,  as  he 
gave  me  the  Account  fome  time  after,  when  he  came 
to  pay  his  Bill. 

27th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Francis  Foxcrvft,  of  a- 
bout  30,  Mr.  Samuel  Dan  forth,  28,  both  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  5  and  at  Roxbury,  the  Reverend  Mr.  Nehe- 
miah  Walter,  about  58,  and  Daughter,  1 7,  his 
Son,  1 2,  and  another  Child  about  7  Years  old  3  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Thomas  Walter’s  Wife,  23,  Mr.  Har- 
bottle  Dorr,  2  y,  his  Sifter  Clemence,  22.  Eight  of 
thefe  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and  of 
a  kind,  diftindi  Sort,  their  Symptoms  gentle,  and 
they  Toon  were  well.  Mr.  Walters  inoculation  had 
no  Effect  upon  him,  He  laid,  when  he  was  a  Child 
he  had  an  illnefs,  with  breaking  out,  but  they  did 
not  know  that  it  was  the  Small-Pox.  This  his  Mo¬ 
ther  told  him  when  alive.

Years  old  3  he  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time, 
of  a  kind  diftindt  Sort,  and  foon  was  w  ell. 

29  th,  i  inoculated,  at  R ox  bury ^  Col .  Jofhtia  Lamb, 
about  4 j,  his  Son  about  17,  his  Niece  13,  Negroe 
Boy,  15,  Mr.  William  Bant,  23,  and  Mrs.  Mor- 
nss  Girl,  1  5  Years  old.  Five  of  thefe  had  the  Small- 
Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and  of  a  kind  diftinct  Sort, 
the  Symptoms  gentle,  and  they  loon  were  well. 
Mr.  Banks  Inoculation  had  no  Effect  upon  him  :  I 
fhou’d  have  inoculated  him  again  on  the  8th  or  9th 
Day,  but  that  a  Gentlewoman  declar  d  that  fhe  had 
feen  him  fick  of  the  Small-Pox  when  a  Child  3  his 
Mother  having  been  dead  fome  time,  tew  remem¬ 
ber’d  any  thing  of  it. 

I  inoculated  Mr.  ‘John  Pier pointy  about  27  \  ears 
old  3  he  had  the  Small  Pox  at  the  ufual  T  ime,  and 
of  a  very  diftmdt  Sort  5  an  Inflammation  attending 
his  Throat,  gave  him  fome  Uneafinefs  for  three  or 
four  Days  after  Eruption  3  but  upon  niling  of  the 
Pock  the  Inflammation  went  off,  and  he  foon  reco¬ 
ver  d,  and  did  well. 

I  inoculated  Mr.  Edward  Dorrs  other  three  Chil¬ 
dren,  one  of  9,  and  one  of  7  "hears,  and  the  other 
about  18  Months  old,  his  Servant  Man  20,  2nd  In¬ 
dian  Girl  about  17  Years  old.  Mr.  Dorr  would 
have  had  thefe  five  inoculated  when  lie  and  me  three 
Children  were,  but  that  I  reins  d  to  00  k  men. 
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But  for  the  Convenience  of  nu ding,  and  having 
one  Nurfe  only  for  them  all,  they  were  put  into  one 
Chamber,  and  for  better  Stowage,  two  or  three  in 
one  Bed,  (the  End  of  the  Chamber  being  partition’d 
off  for  a  private  Lodging,  in  which  was  laid  the  In¬ 
dian  Girl)  and  by  the  time  the  firft  three  were  bro¬ 
ken  out  a  Day  or  two,  the  other  five  began  their 
Sicknefs.  Here  was  a  melancholy  Sight  indeed !  I 
had  often  three  or  four,  but  never  nine  in  a  Room 
together,-  the  poor  Children,  with  their  Sicknefs  and 
the  Winter’s  Cold,  prov’d  froward,  one  crying,  an¬ 
other  coughing ;  one  wanted  Drink,  another  to  do 
its  Needs;  one  to  get  up,  another  to  go  to  Bed,  and 
fo  on  ;  fo  that  together  with  opening  and  fihutting  the 
Doors,  the  gingling  of  the  Warming-pan,  Fire-fhovel 
and  Tongs,  there  was  fcarce  a  Minute  in  the  24  Hours 
that  all  was  full  and  quiet.  They  all  had  the  Small- 
Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and  of  the  diftindt  Sort: 
Mr.  Dorr  was  full,  his  Pock  inflam’d,  and  his  Fever 
too  high  :  This ,  with  his  great  Concern  for  his 
Children,  the  continual  Nolle,  and  Want  of  Sleep, 
made  the  poor  Gentleman  almofl  diftrabted,  which 
obliged  me  to  bleed  him  twice,  to  apply  Epifpaftics, 
tile  Anodines,  &c.  at  the  turning  of  the  Pock,  the 
Symptoms  went  off  The  Indian  Girl  was  taken  ill 
the  7th  with  a  gentle  Fever,  which  continued  to  the 


5>rh,  when  the  SmalLPox  came  out  upon  her  of  a 
find,  diftinet  Sort,  (he  having  about  twenty  m  her  Face, 
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fo  that  ihe  was  eafy,  and  laughed,  as  I  found  her  half 
naked,  fitting  up  in  the  Bed.  The  ioth  1  vifited  the 
Family  late  in  the  Evening,  and  the  Nurfe  faid  the 
Indian  was  very  dull,  and  did  not  care  to  fpeak ;  I 
found  her  very  ill,  the  Peck  funk  in,  her  Pulfe  too 
frequent  and  uneven:  1  order’d  her  out  of  her  cold 
Apartment,  near  a  Fire,  and  many  Means  were  ufed 
to  get  the  Pock  out  again,  but  to  no  Purpofe$  for  flic 
died  before  Morning.  T wo  of  the  Children  were  a 
little  fuller  than  ordinary,  complain  d  or  Sorenefs,  &c. 
the  other  five  had  it  very  favourably  ,  and  e.ght  of 
the  nine  recovered,  and  did  very  well.  The  Small- 
Pox  had  broken  out  in  Mr.  Dorrs  Houfe  before  any 
of  them  were  inoculated:  Tho  s  believe  the  Indian 
Girl  was  no  ways  inferred  before,  but  was  loft  by 
taking  Cold  and  ft r iking  in  the  Pock.  She  was  a 
weakly  Girl,  fubjedt  to  Humours  breaking  out  upon 

her  Years  before. 

30th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Thomas  Smithy  19?  Mr* 
John  Smith,  17,  Mr.  Thomas  Goodwin,  1 6,  at  Charles¬ 
town ;  Mr.  Brafier  about  3  t,  his  Wife  3  j,  and  four 
of  their  Children,  viz.  one  of  8,  one  of  6,  one  of 
?  Years,  and  one  of  nine  Tvlonths  oloj  Mrs.  ITne 
about  yo,  and  her  Son  145  Mr.  JVebb s  two  Chil¬ 
dren,  one  of  2  Years,  and  the  other  10  Months 
old/  All  thefe  thirteen  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the 
ufual  time,  and  of  a  very  diftindt  and  kind  Sort. 
The  three  firft  were  in  Bof  on,  whom  1  often  faw,  Mr. 
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John  Smith  had  but  3  Puftules  that  fill’d  and  turn’d  $ 
the  other  two  but  very  few :  The  ten  at  Charlestown 
I  faw  but  twice  in  all  their  lllnefs,  I  was  lo  engaged 
in  Bofion  and  Roxbury  3  however,  they  all  foon  re¬ 
covered,  and  did  well. 

December  the  1  ft,  I  inoculated  Mrs.  hoy  27,  Mrs. 
White  24,  and  their  Negro  Boy  <5,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Calf  1  <5,  her  Sifter  14,  and  Capt.  Langdon  26  Years 
old,  at  Roxbury  -y  Mrs.  Scarbrough,  Widow,  67 ,  her 
Son  Jofeph  Scarbrough  34,  and  Daughter  Bet  hi  ah 
22,  Mr.  Dimothy  Parker  2 <5,  Mr.  Stephen  Chute  22, 
Mr  Searl’s  Servant  Boy  1 6,  Mr.  Scarbrough  s  Man, 
about  1 5?  Years  old.  Twelve  of  thefe  had  the  Small- 
Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and  of  the  diftindt  Kind, 
the  fix  at  Bofion  had  each  but  few,  and  the  Symp¬ 
toms  very  gentle  :  The  four  Men  and  the  old  Gen¬ 
tlewoman  at  Roxbury  were  fuller,  and  their  Symp¬ 
toms  a  little  harfh,  viz.  Pains  in  their  Plead,  or 
Bones  5  fick,  or  opprefs’d  at  Stomach  3  and  the  old 
Gentlewoman  complain’d  of  being  faint  :  And  but 
little  good  Reft,  or  Sleep,  did  they  get  for  three  or 
four  Days  and  Nights,  four  in  one  Room,  and  two 
in  another,  and  but  one  Nurfe  for  them  all,  and  file 
a  Toper.  But  thefe  Symptoms  abated  as  the  Pox 
ripen'd  3  and  as  they  turn'd,  they  went  off.  The 
Boy  had  but  few  in  Number,  and  the  Symptoms 
gentle.  Ail  thefe  twelve  loon  recover’d,  and  did 
well.  Mrs.  Beth  tab  Scarbrough  had  her  iilncfs  be- 
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gun  the  7th  Day,  a  gentle  Fever,  and  To  continued 
until  the  9th,  when  her  Fever'  encreafed,  and  (he 
complain’d  oi  her  Head,  Back,  &*c.  as  is  ufual,  and 
no  more  5  no  Pcx  yet  appearing  3  fhe  had  Blifters 
order’d,  and  other  Means  prefcrib’d  to  bring  out  the 
Pox,  and  that  (lie  fhould  be  kept  warm  in  Bed,  and 
.to  I  left  her  that  Night.  The  next  Night  I  found 
her  ( unexpectedly,  in  her  CloathsJ  upon  the  Bed, 
Hint  and  weak,  with  a  faultering,  weak,  and  dan- 

and  the  Nurfe  told  me  her  Courfes 
were  upon  her,-  and  that  fhe  could  not  keep  her  in 
Bed.  1  did  the  be  ft  I  could  (or  her,  being  late  at 
Night,  and  no  Shop  at  Hand)  but  to  no  Effebt;  fhe 
died  before  Morning.  She  had  been  leveral  Years, 
as  her  Mother  and  others  told  me,  a  very  lickly  young 
Woman,  and  never  well.  In  fhort,  thro5  my  great 
Blurry,  (lie  was  poorly  Debtor d,  and  badly  Nurs’d'*, 
and  fo  flie  died  before  the  Pox  came  out. 

2d,  I  inoculated  Madam  Davenport  about  40, 
her  little  Daughter  Mrs.  Lucia  b,  Madam  Thatcher 
40,  Mr.  Phillip  Serle  6 1,  his  Wife  63,  their  Daugh¬ 
ter  24,  Mr.  Edmond  Wells  58,  his  Wife  54,  their 
Daughter  19,  their  Son  16,  Mr.  Elias  Monk  30, 
and  three  of  his  Children,  one  b,  one  4,  and  the 
other  2  Years  old;  the  3  fir  ft  in  Bofton ,  the  other 
1 1  at  Roxhary.  Thole  three  in  Bojlon  had  the  Small- 
Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and  of  a  kind,  diftinbt  Sort, 
their  Symptoms  eafy,  they  foon  were  well.  Mr.

Serle,  Weltis  Son,  Monk ,  and  his  three  Children, 
had  the  Small -Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  very  di- 
ftind  Sort,  and  the  Symptoms  moderate.  Mr.  IVt ells , 
his  Daughter,  and  Mr.  Series  Daughter,  had  the 
Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and  of  the  diftind  Sort, 
but  a  little  fuller,  and  their  Complaints  greater,  viz. 
of  Pain  and  Sorenefs,  Want  of  Reft,  c.  which,  at 
the  turning  of  the  Pox,  went  off  3  and  all  thefe  nine, 
in  a  little  Time,  recover’d  and  did  well.  Mrs.  Wells 
was  a  very  weakly  Gentlewoman,  always  complain¬ 
ing,  and  of  an  ill  Habit  of  Body,  and  io  very  iplc- 
netick  as  often  to  be  deprived  of  Reafon  ;  and  for 
many  Years  not  capable  of  managing  her  Family 
Affairs.  She  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time, 
and  of  a  very  diftind  Sort,  and  the  Symptoms  con¬ 
tinued  moderate  for  the  fir  ft  five  Days,  fave  that  the 
cold  Weather  pinched  her  very  much  3  the  6th,  7th, 
and  8th  Days  fhe  was  more  uneafy,  llept  but  little, 
grew  faint  and  weaker,  the  cold  Weather  affeding 
her  ftill  more,  and  the  native  Heat  declining  apace  3 
the  Pock  not  filling,  fihe  funk  under  it,  and  died  the 
9th  from  Eruption,  and  the  17th  from  her  Incillons. 
Mrs.  Serle,  likewile,  was  an  ailing  old  Woman,  Hv- 
fterical,  Splenetic,  and  of  an  ill  Habit  of  Body  3  file 
had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Tune,  and  of  a  very 
diftind  Sort  3  the  Symptoms  were  moderate,  though 
fhe  was  often  complaining  of  one  Uneafinefs  or  other, 
as  is  common  in  the  Small-Pox,  and  the  cold  Wea- 

F  ther, 
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ther,  likewife,  affeCled  her  much.  Thus  fhe  conti¬ 
nued  until  the  Pock  fill’d  and  turn’d,  and  the  Scabs 
call  off  3  one  Day  a  little  better,  and  another  worfe  j 
fometimes  up,  and  other  times  in  Bed  :  The  Perfpi- 
rations  being  flopp’d  by  the  cold  Weather,  and  a 
Complication  of  Humours  being  put  in  Motion,  at 
laft  fell  upon  her  Bowels.  She  had  a  Purging  three 
or  four  Days,  which  carried  her  off.  She  died  the 
24th  from  Eruption,  and  the  33d  from  Inoculation. 
All  thefe  1 1  at  Roxbury  had  liv’d  in  the  Way  of  In¬ 
fection  about  three  Weeks  before  inoculated. 

6th,  I  inoculated  Mi.  Bradford ,  25,  Mr.  Jofeph 
Belcher  about  22,  his  Brother,  18,  Mr.  Jqf.  Rich¬ 
ards  22,  and  Mr.  Cary  21  Years  old  3  thefe  five  had. 
the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and  of  a  good  di- 
ftinCt  Sort,  not  many  in  Number,  nor  were  the  Symp¬ 
toms  harfli  3  they  complain’d  of  Sorenefs,  and  the 
Weather  pinch’d  them,  but  they  pafs’d  foon  through 
it,  and  did  well.  Thefe  were  of  Deadham ,  and  in¬ 
oculated  at  Roxbury. 

8th,  I  inoculated,  at  Bofton ,  Mrs.  Harris  about 
22  Years  old  3  fhe  had  the  Small  Pox  at  the  ufual 
Time,  of  the  diftind  Kind,  and  a  pretty  bandfome. 
Sprinkling  3  flic  was  very  vapounfh  and  timorous  3 
full  of  Complaints,  when  I  was  abfent  3  but  when 
prefent,  had  lew  or  none.  She  foon  was  well. 

I  inoculated,  at  Roxbury ,  Mr.  Sam.  IV ilhams  a^ 

bout  <54,  his  Wife  61,  his  Son  36,  his  Daughter  22, 

Dt. 
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Dr.  Elijah  Dan  forth ,  35:,  and  Mr.  Bafs  17  3 
all  thefe  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and 
of  a  kind,  diftinct  Sort,  and  but  few  in  Number. 
The  old  Gentleman,  thro’  the  cold  Weather,  had  an 
Inflammation  in  his  Wrifts,  where  he  was  inoculated, 
which  gave  him  much  Pain,  and  me  fome  Ti  cubic. 
The  Doctor, by  the  Cold,  had  a  T umour  in  the  Axilla, 
which  came  to  Suppuration.  Except  theie  two  Acci¬ 
dents,  (which  foon  afterward  were  cured)  they  were 
very  favourably  dealt  with,  and  loon  well. 

9th,  I  inoculated,  in  Bojlon,  Mrs.  ‘Tunll  about  31, 
and  a  Negro  Boy  ro  Years  old  3  they  both  had  the 
Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  T ime,  and  of  the  diftinct  and 
kind  Sort ;  their  Symptoms  gentle,  they  loon  were 

well. 

1 2th,  I  inoculated,  at  Roxbury,  Capt.  Jofeph 
Mathew  about  57,  and  his  Grandion  1 1  Y ears  old; 
they  both  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and 
of  a  kind,  diftind  Sort ;  the  Symptoms  gentle,  they 
foon  were  well. 

1 8th,  I  inoculated,  at  Roxbury,  Mr.  Samuel  Ste¬ 
vens's  two  eldeft  Daughters,  one  of  about  1 1,  and 
the  other  6  Y ears  old  3  they  both  had  the  Small- 
Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and  of  a  kind,  diftind  Sort; 
their  Symptoms  gentle,  they  loon  were  well. 

20th,  I  inoculated,  at  Roxbury ,  Mr.  Bernard's 
Maid  about  17  Years  old  3  fhe  had  been  at  her  Fa¬ 
ther’s  iome  Time  to  efcape  the  Infection ;  taking  cold, 

F  2  ‘  fhe 
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111 e  complain'd  of  her  Head  and  Bones ;  they  con¬ 
cluding  Die  was  taken  with  the  Small-Pox,  fent  her 
back  to  her  Mailer  to  have  it  there,  and  Die  was  put 
into  an  infected  Room  and  Bed, .  and  I  was  defir  d  to 
take  the  Care  of  her.  After  (he  had  been  kept  warm 
about  48  Hours,  her  Complaints  were  gone,  and 
now,  thro’  Fear,  fhe  wou’d  be  inoculated  3  Die  had  the 
Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  kind,  diftindi 
Sort,  ( about  200  in  all )  the  Symptoms  gentle,  0ie 
foon  was  well. 

24th,  I  inoculated  Capt.  Mayhem's  Maid  about 
18  Y ears  old  3  fine  had  the  Small- Pox  at  the  ufual 
Time,  of  a  kind,  diftiruSt  Sort,  the  Symptoms  gen¬ 
tle,  Die  foon  was  well. 

26th,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Samuel  Stevens's  two  other 
Children,  one  4,  the  other  z  Years  old,  and  Mr. 
Barnards  Son  4  Years  old  3  they  had  the  Small-Pox 
at  the  ufual  Time,  of  a  kind,  diftindt  Sort,  few  in 
Number,  and  the  Symptoms  being  gentle,  they  foon 
were  well. 

January  the  28th,  1721-2,  I  inoculated,  at  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Madam  Goff  about  4  j ,  her  Nephew  1  2,  her 
Maid  27,  the  Maid’s  Child  2,  their  Man  30,  Ser¬ 
vant  Girl  1 5,  and  Mr.  Stephen  Hall  of  Char  l eft  own, 
about  163  fix  of  thefe  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the 
ufual  Time,  of  the  diftindt  Sort,  and  their  Symp¬ 
toms  moderate  3  all  thefe  foon  did  well.  Upon  Ma¬ 
dam  Goff  it  had  no  EfFedt  3  it  appear’d  afterwards. 
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(by  one  that  remembred)  that  flie  had  the  Small- Pox 
her  Infancy. 

February  the  8  th,  I  inoculated,  in  Charleftown, 
Mr.  Kittle  of  1 6,  and  his  Wife  of  23  Years  old  5. 
they  both  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  of 
a  kind,  diftind  Sort,  their  Symptoms  gentle,  and 
they  foon  did  well. 

23d,  I  inoculated,  at  Char  left  own,  the  Reverend 
Mr.  IVillard  of  Rutland. ,  30  Years  old  3  he  had  the 
Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  T ime,  of  a  moft  kind,  diftind 
Sort,  lew  in  Number,  and  the  Symptoms  gentle,  he 
loon  was  well. 

24th,  I  inoculated,  at  Chat le flown,  Mrs.  Hall  a- 
bout  2  z  Y ears,  her  Child  about  1 4  Months  old  3  they 
both  had  the  Small- Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and  of 
the  diftind  Sort :  Mrs.  Hall  wras  ungovernable,  re- 
fufed  Management  and  Medicine,  expos’d  herfelf  in 
caring  for  her  Child,  and  took  Cold,  which  brought 
on  new  Complaints,  viz.  Pain  and  a  Swelling  in  her 
right  Thigh  3  which  Swelling  continuing,  encreas’d 
her  Thigh  to  a  large  Bulk,  and  which  fuppurated,  and 
upon  opening,  dilcharged  a  great  Quantity  of  undi- 
gefted  Pus  3  upon  which  (lie  became  eafy,  (the  Small- 
Pox  being  favourable,  was  now  turn’d  and  gone. ) 
Her  Fears  preventing  me  laying  open  the  Sinus ,  I 
order'd  large  Poultices  of  white  Bread  and  Milk,  with 
fuitable  Comprefs  and  Bandage,  to  be  apply’ d  once 
or  twice  a  Day,  as  the  Cafe  might  require";  which 
1  Method 
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Method  and  fimple  Means  alone  in  ten  Days  or  a 
Fortnight’s  Time  compafled  and  com  pleated  the  Cure. 
The  Child’s  Symptoms  were  favourable,  and  it  foon 
was  well. 

May  the  iith,  I  inoculated  Mr.  Samuel  Sewell 
of  about  34,  Mrs.  Sewell  30,  and  her  two  Sons,  one 
10,  the  other  8,  Mr.  Benjamin  W 00  dbndge  1 3,  and 
Mrs.  Joanna  Alford  20  Years  old  3  Mr.  Sewell  was 
a  weakly  Gentleman,  often  ill,  and  thought  by  ma¬ 
ny  Conlumptive  3  and  ail  the  other  five  of  tender 
Conilitutions.  And  notwith  Handing  the  many  Dif¬ 
ficulties  and  hard  Shifts  they  were  pur  to,  in  being 
remov’d  fome  Days  after  inoculated  to  an  Ifland  to 
have  the  Small-Pox  there,  the  Particulars  too  tedious 
to  be  related  here,  but  well  known  in  Bojlon ,  yet 
thefe  all  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the  ufual  Time,  and 
of  a  diftind  Sort.  Thofe  three  who  were  capable 
of  refieding  on  their  Treatment,  fuffered  twice  as 
much  as  the  other  three  did  3  but  all  their  Symptoms 
proving  gentle,  they  all  did  well. 

The  Small-Pox  now  leaving  us,  Inoculation  ceas’d ; 
and  when  it  filial  1  pleale  Providence  to  fend  and  fpread 
that  Diftemper  amongll  us  again,  may  Inoculation 
revive,  be  better  received,  and  continued  a  Bleffing, 
in  prefer ving  many  more  from  Mifery,  Cori  option, 

and  Death. 

There  were  in  the  Towns  near  Bojlon  about  3  ^  - 

Perfons  more  inoculated,  which  all  did  well,  viz.  by 

Dr. 
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Dr.  Roby  about  1 1 ,  and  by  Dr.  Thompfon  about 
2  y,  which,  together  with  my  244,  make  up  the 
Number  of  2803  out  of  which  Number  died  only 
fix  Perfons,  notwithftanding  all  the  Difficulties  this 
Practice  laboured  under,  c. 

Now  if  there  be  any  one  that  can  give  a  faithful 
Account  or  Hiflory  of  any  other  Method  of  Prac¬ 
tice  that  has  carried  fuch  a  Number,  of  all  Ages, 
Sexes,  Conftitutions,  and  Colours,  and  in  the  world 
Seaions  of  the  Year,  thro’  the  Small-Pox  3  or,  in¬ 
deed,  thro'  any  other  acute  Diftemper  with  better 
Succefs,  then  I  will  alter  my  Opinion  of  this  3  and 
until  then,  I  fhall  value  and  efteem  this  Method  of 
inoculating  the  Small-Pox,  as  the  moll  beneficial  and 
fuccefsful  that  ever  was  difeover  d  to,  and  pra&ifed 
by  Mankind  in  this  World. 

In  the  Year  172 r,  and  Beginning  of  1722,  there 
were,  in  Bofiony  575-9  Perlons  who  had  the  Small- 
Pox  in  the  natural  Way,  out  of  which  Number  died 
844,  (this  Account  I  took  from  one  of  our  Prints, 
'  published  by  Authority)  fo  that  the  Proportion  that 
died  of  the  natural  Small-Pox  there,  appears  to  be 
one  in  fix,  or  between  that  of  fix  and  feven. 

The  following  Table  will  fihew  the  Difference  be¬ 
tween  the  Succefs  ol  the  natural  Small-Pox,  and  that 
of  the  inoculated,  in  New  England f 
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it  appears  by  the  foregoing  Table,  that  Inocula¬ 
tion  upon  fix  Perlons  did  not  produce  the  Small- 
Pox,  by  Reafon  they  had  had  it  before.  And  that 
out  of  274,  fix  died,  though  they  had  not  all  the 
Small  Pox  only  by  Inoculation, as  we  have  Real  on  to  be¬ 
lieve, but  were  fome  of  them  infe&ed  in  the  natural  Way, 
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before  inoculated.  And  it  further  appears  by  our 
Practice  in  New  England ,  that  if  a  Number  of  Per- 
fons  fhou’d  be  inoculated,  of  all  Ages  and  Conftitutions, 
and  even  fome  of  them  living  am  on  git  the  Infected 
and  in  the  word  Seafons  of  the  Year,  without 
Exception,  as  was  our  cafe,  then  the  Proportion  that 
dies  under  Inoculation  may  be  one  in  4 <5,  or 
thereabout.  It  is  my  Opinion,  from  Realon,  and 
as  far  as  I  can  judge,  from  Experience  too,  that  a 
Perfon  may  be  infected  in  the  natural  Way,  four  or 
five  Days,  if  not  longer,  before  inoculated  5  and  yet 
go  the  ufual  Time  of  nine  Days  before  Eruption. 
And  it  is  further  my  Opinion,  that  a  Perfon  may  be 
ferved  by  Inoculation,  if  not  infedted  above  a  Day 
or  two  before  inoculated.  And  the  Reafons  for  fuch 
my  Opinions  are  as  followeth  :  1.  That  the  In¬ 

fection  received  by  Infpiration  does  not  io  immedi¬ 
ately  enter  into,  and  ferment  the  Blood  and  other 
Juices  of  the  Body,  as  that  does  which  we  inoculate, 
or  apply  to  the  opened  Blood  and  other  VeiTels  in 
the  lnciiion.  2.  That  this  inoculated  Infe&ion 
does  immediately  enter  in,  and  communicate  its  Leaven 
like  Quality  (by  the  Mouths  of  the  divided  VeiTels)  to 
the  Mafs  of  Humours  in  the  Body.  And- if  any  there 
be  of  that  Kind,  it  will  ferment  and  put  them  into 
Motion,  and  bring  the  Small-Pox  out  in  about  two 
Thirds  of  the  Time  that  the  Natural  ufually  does  ,• 
and  that  before  the  deep,  fecret,  and  hidden  Fermen- 

G  rations 
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cations  have  had  Time  to  divide  and  fubdivide  the 
Particles  of  that  Humour,  and  by  a  greater  Mixture 
deprave  the  other  Juices,  fo  as  to  produce  the  con¬ 
fluent  Sort.  1  believe  alfo  that  there  is  a  Difference 
between  the  Particles  of  Infedtion,  viz.  thofe  in  the 
natural  Way,  being  more  volatile,  may  be  more  ma¬ 
lignant,  than  thofe  contain’d  in  the  Pus  or  Matter 
of  the  Puftules  :  And  that  if  there  were  no  Dif¬ 
ference  in  the  Malignity  of  the  Infection  3  yet  as; In¬ 
oculation  communicates  the  Infedtion  to  an  Out- fide 
and  firmer  Part  of  our  Body,  the  Malignity  may 
( being  {train’d  thro’  fo  many  minute  V eflels )  lofe 
part  of  its  force,  before  it  reach  the  more  principal 
Parts.  Whereas  in  the  natural  Way,  our  Noftrils, 
Throat,  Mouth,  Lungs,  and  Stomach  are  the  firft 
Parts  infedted  3  or  thro’  which  the  Infedtion  paffes,  and 
which  are  frequently  the  Parts  that  mod  complain. 
And  there  may  be  lomething  allow’d  me  (from  Ex¬ 
perience)  on  this  Head,  when  I  declare,  that  amongft. 
the  whole  Number  that  I  inoculated,  tho’  many  of 
them  am  id  ft  the  fluffing  Heat  of  Infedtion,  and  in  the. 
extream  hot  and  cold  Weather ,,  yet  not  above  three 
or  four  Perlons  had  their  Throats,  very  fore,  and 
their  Mouths  fill’d,  and  Noftrils.  flopp’d  with  the 
Pock  and  Scabs,  as  are  common  in  the  natural  Way., 
And  I  dare  appeal  to  all  that  have  been  in  this  Prac¬ 
tice,  whether  they  have  met  with  fuch  a  Cafe,  except 

the  Perfon  has  been  firft  infedted  in  the  natural  Way 3, 
K  .  |  .  ( 
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which,  indeed,  may  be  a  hard  thing  to  determine, 
in  any  Place,  where  the  Small-Pox  may  have  been 
before  the  Perfon  was  inoculated.  And  yet  notwith- 
{landing  what  I  have  faid,  as  to  leflening  the  Danger 
of  a  prior  Infedion,  I  would  have  the  utmoft  Care 
taken  to  prevent  Infedion  before  Inoculation  :  How¬ 
ever,  that  may  be  of  Service,  in  Cafe  a  Perion  may 
have  been  fo  expos’d,  either  thro’  Ignorance,  orNe- 
ceffity.  There  is  a  faying,  that  one  Sort  or  Small- 
Pox  the  Nurfe  can  t  kill  the  Patient  with  *  and  like- 
wife  another  Sort,  that  all  the  Phylicians  cannot  cure 
the  Patient  of.  It  will  be  eafy  for  any  one  to 
guefs  what  thofe  two  Sorts  are,  viz.  the  Diflind,  and 
the  Confluent  ,*  thefe  two  are  put  in  Opposition  to 
one  another,  as  being  the  Extreams  of  each,  viz.  the 
bell  and  worfl  Sort,  or  Kind  of  that  Diftemper.  But 
however  favourable  the  Small- Pox  appear  to  be, 
there  mult  be  Care  taken  of  the  Sick,  not  only  in 
this,  but  in  all  acute  Difeafes  $  and  especially  in  thofe 
call’d  Eruptive  Fevers,  by  Reafon  they  are  more  ex¬ 
pos’d  to  Accidents,  as  taking  Cold,  &c.  flatting,  or 
Ariking  in  the  Pock,  or  producing  Some  other  Symp¬ 
tom,  which  has  coil  many  thoufands  their  Lives : 
Tho’  the  Small-Pox,  Mealies,  or  any  other  Fever 
the  Patient  had,  may  have  Teem’d  very  gentle  and 
eafy ;  yet  with  a  Small  Accident  they  are  Snatch’d  a- 
\vay.  And  who  wou’d  have  thought  it,  fays  the 
Nurfe,  if  not  the  Dodor  too.  But  fo  it  is,  has, 

G  z  and 
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and  will  be,  if  not  thro’ great  Care,  Skill,  and  Pains, 
prevented. 

Now  Inoculation,  at  the  word,  is  but  a  Medium 
between  the  two  Extreams,  provided  it  be  done  ac¬ 
cording  to  Art,  and  the  Patient  be  clear  from  a  prior 
Intention  5  I  fay,  it  prevents  the  word,  and  general¬ 
ly  procures  the  bed,  or  a  kind,  didinft  Sort  of  Small- 
Pox 

And  pray  let  us  confider  w?hat  this  Method,  in 
procuring  the  didindt  Small-Pox,  does  prevent  5 
it  prevents  the  confluent,  which,  in  itfelf,  is  a  Plague, 
and  that  in  a  high  Degree  ;  fome  of  the  bad  Symp¬ 
toms  attending  which,  are  as  followeth :  Purple  Spots, 
the  bloody  Pox,  Hemorrhages  of  Blood  at  the  Mouth, 
Nofe,  Fundament,  and  Privities  5  Ravings  and  De¬ 
liriums  ,•  Convulfions,  and  other  Fits ;  violent  In¬ 
flammations  and  Swellings  in  the  Eyes  and  Throat  3 
fo  that  they  cannot  fee,  or  fcarcely  breathe,  or 
fwallow  any  thing,  to  keep  them  from  Aarving. 
Some  looking  as  black  as  the  Stock,  others  as  white 
as  a  Sheet  3  in  fome,  the  Pock  runs  into  Bliders,  and 
the  Skin  dripping  oft,  leaves  the  Flefh  raw,  like  Crea¬ 
tures  dead.  Some  have  a  burning,  others  a  (matt¬ 
ing  Pain,  as  if  in  the  Fire,  or  fcalded  with  boiling 
Water:  Some  have  infatiable  Thirds,  others  greedy. 
Appetites,  and  will  crave  Food  when  dying.  Some 
have  been  fill  d  with  loathfome  Ulcers  3  others  have’, 
had  deep,  and  fidulous  Ulcers  in  their  Bodies,  or  in 

their. 
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their  Limbs  or  Joints,  with  Rottennefs  of  th£  Liga¬ 
ments  and  Bones :  Some  who  live  are  Cripples,  o- 
thers  Idiots,  and  many  blind  all  their  Days  3  befide 
the  other  Deformities  it  brings  upon  many,  in  their 
Faces,  Limbs,  or  Body,  with  many  more  grievous 
Symptoms,  which  the  World  has  had  too  great  Ex¬ 
perience  of,  as  being  the  Attendants  of  that  fatal  Di¬ 
ftemper  called  the  Confluent  Small-Pox. 

What  this  Humour  of  the  Small-Pox,  in  us,  is, 
or  when,  and  how  it  is  communicated  to  us,  the 
Learned  have  not  yet  inform'd  us.  If  from  our 
Parents,  then  how  flhou’d  luch  as  have  had  the  Small- 
Pox  before  (and  confequently  then  have  it  not  in 
them )  give  it  to  their  Children  i  Neither  are  Infants 
in  the  Womb  freed  from  that  Diftemper,  altho'  the 
Mother  have  the  Small-Pox  while  the  Child  is  there. 
However  otherways  it  may  be,  this  is  certain,  that 
as  it  is  a  moil  loathfome,  painful,  and  deftrudtive 
Diftemper  3  fo  Providence  has  wifely  and  mercifully 
order’d  it,  that  once  only,  in  our  Lives,  we  fhall  be 
diflreisU  by  it  3  and  has  now,  in  greater  Goodnefs,., 
difcover’d  to  us  a  Way  or  Method  how  to  mo¬ 
derate  that  Diftemper,  and  to  render  the  Small-Pox,, 
inoculated,  no  further  dangerous  than  a  common  in¬ 
termittent  Fever,  under  the  prudent  ufe  of  its  fpeci- 
fiek  Bark.  And  fhall  not  the  World  gratefully  ac¬ 
cept,  and  thankfully  make  ufe  of  fuch  a  Method,, 
(when  known),  and  elpecialiy  Great  Britain ,  which 

has; 
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has  had  fo  much  Experience  of  its  good  Effects,  and 
that  for  Eve  Years  following  ?  Shall  not  they  come 
fully  into,  and  take  the  Benefit  of  it  ?  And  fhall 
not  the  Phyficians,  who  are  the  Medicinal  Guides, 
with  the  Surgeons,  recommend  and  bring  it  into  greater 
Efteem  and  Practice,  and  fave  (under  God)  thoufands 
and  ten  thoufands  by  it  ;  and  make  further  Improve¬ 
ments  in  it ;  and  let  more  vigoroufly  about  it,  when 
they  confider  their  great  Pattern  and  Example  for  it, 
viz.  the  greateft  and  wifefl  of  Kings,  their  Royal  High- 
neffes  the  Prince  and  Prince fs  at  the  Head  of  it ;  and  that 
it  has  been  ufed  upon  theirRoyal  Ififue  with  great  Succefs  ? 

The  Small-Pox  in  the  natural  Way,  has  not  been 
lefs  fatal  to  Royal  Blood,  than  it  has  been  to  their 
meaner  Subje&s  5  and  fhall  not  fuch  great  Examples, 
and  fuch  great  Succefs,  influence  the  World,  give  Cre¬ 
dit  to,  and  recommend  a  Practice  which  is  lo  very 
valuable  in  itlelf,  as  that  none  other  can  compare 
with  it? 

When  the  World  has  had  Experience  of  the  good 
E fife ds  of  this  Method,  it  will  no  longer  remain  a 
Doubt  $  but  it  will  be  made  ule  of,  and  acknow¬ 
ledged  to  be  the  moll  certain  procurative  Means  to 
produce  the  better  Sort }  and  the  only  preventive  Re¬ 
medy  againft  the  worft  and  confluent  Sort. 

And  it  is,  and  fhall  be  acknowledged,  to  thePiaife 

and  Glory  of  God  h  that  whereas  a  moft  wild,  cruel,  - 

fierce,  and  violent  Diftemper,  and  which  has  de- 

j  ftroy’d 
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ftroy’d  Millions  of  Lives,  is  now  ( by  that  happy 
Difcovery  made  of  its  Tranfplantation)  become  trad¬ 
able,  fafe,  and  gentle. 

And  it  may  be  further  faid  of  this  Pradice,  that 
if  it  were  not  to  fave  the  Life  of  one  (ingle  Perfon 
in  the  Small-Pox,  yet  inafmuch  as  it  faves  from  Lofs 
of  Eye  fight,  a  Senfe  and  Ornament  fo  very  valua¬ 
ble  and  dear  to  us,  and  from  other  Deformities,  and 
from  abundance  of  Pain  and  Mifery  to  the  Sick,  and 
from  a  great  deal  of  Diftrefs,  Charge,  and  Trouble 
to  the  Well 3  fo  it  wou  cl,  or  ought  to  be  thought, 
a  valuable  Pradice,  by  fome  at  lead:. 

Notwithftanding  we  recommend  this  Method  to 
be  fo  very  favourable  in  itfelf  3  yet,  however,  there 
ought  and  mud  be  jud  Allowance  given,  why  fome 
are  fuller,  and  have  more  Complaints  than  others  3 
as  fome  may  have  it,  more  than  others,  in  the 
Difpolition  of  their  Blood,  and  other  Juices,  to  pro¬ 
duce  larger  Crops,  and  to  bring  on,  and  fubjed 
them  to  more  and  worfe  Complaints  than  others  5 
and  more  efpecially  thofe  that  come  into  the  Pradice 
loaded  or  filled  with  other  Difeafes,  not  to  mention; 
ten  thoufand  Accidents  we  are  expos’d  to,  more  or 
lefs,  each  Day  we  live.  And  (hall  Inoculation  be 
charg’d  wiih,  and  anfwer  for  thefe  ?  No  :  It  fliou  d; 
rather  be  confider’d,  how  much  worfe  it  might  have: 
fared  with  them,  if  they  had  happened  to  have  hade 
it  in  the  natural  Way..  And  tho’  re.  is  look'd  upon 
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as  Criminal,  while  now  the  Practice  is  but  young, 
to  uie  it  upon  infirm,  and  fickly  Perfons;  yet  where 
Inch  Perfons  are  in  Danger  of  taking  the  Infection  it? 
the  natural  Way,  I  think  it  much  more  criminal  to 
reiuie  inch  Subjects,  and  truft  them  to  the  Cruelty 
oi  a  mercilds  Diftemper,  who  have  a  much  lefs 
Chance  to  get  well  thro3  it,  than  thofe  who  are  of  a 
more  healthful  and  ifronger  Conftitution.  But  where 
they  can  be  preferv’d  from  both,  I  think  it  highly 
juft  and  neceffary  that  they  ftiou’d.  I  fhall  conclude 
this  whole  Account  with  fome  Directions,  which 
may  be  ot  Die  and  Service  to  the  Unexperienced, 
in  managing  the  inoculated  Small-Pox,  viz, 

i.TF  the  Perfons  you  wou’d  inoculate  are  of  ill 
Habits  of  Body,  let  them  be  firft  purged,  vo¬ 
mited,  and  bled ;  one  or  other  of  thefe,  if  not  all, 
as  their  Circumftances  may  require,  and  repeated,  as 
there  may  be  Occafion,  once,  twice,  or  oftener  5  and 
be  dieted  for  fome  Time,  and  that  a  Fortnight,  more 
or  lefs,  as  you  may  think  proper,  after  they  have 
done  taking  Phyfick,  &c,  that  they  may  have  Time 
to  recruit,  and  their  Bodies  to  become  fettled  be¬ 
fore  you  bring  a  Diftemper  on  them. 

2.  If  they  are  of  healthful  Conftitutions,  it  may 
be  as  well  to  inoculate  them  without  any  previous 
Preparation  ,  for  if  they  are  ever  fo  well  prepared, 
yet  a  fmall  Accident  may  happen  to  put  them  into 
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fuch  Diforders,  or  fuch  Symptoms  may  a  rife,  as  may 
call  for  Bleeding,  Vomiting,  & c.  although  thefe  have 
been  tiled  but  juft  before:  And  I  would  obferve  that 
in  all  my  Number,  there  was  not  ten  that  had  any 
Medicinal  Preparation  before  the  Operation  was  made 
upon  them. 

3.  Take  your  Medicine  or  Pus  from  the  ripe  Puf- 
tules  of  the  Small-Pox,  of  the  diftindt  Kind  3  either 
from  thole  in  the  natural  Way,  or  from  the  inocu¬ 
lated  Sort,  provided  the  Perion  be  otherwife  health¬ 
ful,  and  the  Matter  good.  The  Time  when  this 
Matter  is  fitted:  to  be  taken,  is  uncertain  j  in  lome 
it  may  be  on  the  9th,  others  on  the  1  ith,  1 2th, 
13  th,  or  14th  Day  after  Eruption,  and  two,  three, 
or  four  Days  after  the  Pox  is  turn’d  upon  them ;  the 
beft  is  white,  even,  and  thick,  and  without  fmell. 
My  Way  of  taking  it,  is  thus :  Take  a  fine  cut  fharp 
T ooth-pick,  (which  will  not  put  the  Perfon  in  any. 
Fear,  as  a  Lancet  will  do  many)  and  open  the  Pock 
on  one  fide,  and  prefs  the  Boil,  and  fcoop  the  Mat¬ 
ter  in  your  Quill,  and  fo  on  :  When  your  Quill  is 
full,  empty  it  into  a  clean  dry  Viol,  and  fo  take 
what  you  can,  or  what  you  have  Occafion  for  3  which 
keep  clofe  flopp’d  for  Ufe,  and  in  a  cool  Place,  ex¬ 
cept  you  are  going  to  ufe  it  prefently  3  for  Heat  foon 
ferments  and  deftroys  it.  And  fo  long  as  it  retains 
its  white  Colour,  and  even  Confidence,  and  that 
without  fmell,  you  may  depend  it  is  good.  And

when  it  is  other  wife,  throw  it  away,  wafli  your  Viol 
very  clean,  or  take  a  new  one,  before  you  gather 
any  more. 

4*  The  Places  I  have  made  choice  of  to  inoculate 
in,  for  the  Convenience  of  drefling,  are,  viz.  upon 
the  outfide  of  the  Arm  above  the  Elbow,  and  the  in- 
fide  of  the  Leg  near,  or  in  the  Place  where  Iffues  are 
commonly  made  3  and  two  Incifions  are  fufficient  for 
one  Subject.  Let  the  Incifions  be  made  with  a  good 
Lancet  thro’  the  true  Skin,  (by  pinching  of  it  up  be¬ 
tween  your  Fingers)  a-crofs  the  Fibres,  and  about  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  an  Inch  long,  fuch  as  would  receive  a  com¬ 
mon  Pea  in  cafe  you  were  to  make  an  IfTue,  and 
drop  one  full  Drop  (after  wiping  off  the  Blood)  in¬ 
to  the  Incifion  ,•  or  moiften  a  fmall  bit  of  Lint  in 
the  Matter,  and  put  that  into  the  Incifion,  applying 
over  it  a  fimple  Diaculum  Plaifter,  and  gently  bind 
it  on  with  a  Comprefs,  Fillet,  or  Roller  3  and  keep 
them  in  the  Fioufe,  and  from  the  Air. 

j.  The  next,  and  fo  every  Day,  drels  with  the 
fame  Plaifter,  or  with  Cabbage  or  Colewort  Leaves, 
in  order  to  digeft,  or  bring  them  to  running  Sores. 

If  at  any  Time  an  Inflammation  fliould  arife  in 
or  about  the  Incifions,  or  Pain  and  Swelling  in  the 
Arm-pit  or  Groin,  apply  hot  Poultices  made  of  white 
Bread  and  Milk,  to  the  Sores,  (and  Swellings,  if  any 
there  be)  twice  a  day  at  leaftj  and  fo  continue  them; 
until  the  Inflammations,  Pain,  and  Swellings  go  off 
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or  difappear,  which,  if  you  keep  your  Patient  warm, 
will  be  accomplifh’d  foon  3  continue  thole  Applica¬ 
tions  fome  Days  after,  left  the  Symptoms  ihouid 
return. 

6.  After  they  are  inoculated,  until  the  4th  or  jth 
Day,  (unlefs  they  are  ill  before )  let  them  eat  and 
drink,  fparingly,  fuch  Diet  as  ufualiy  they  did  be¬ 
fore,  and  take  gentle  Exercife  in  their  Chamber. 

7.  When  the  Hinds  comes  on,  be  it  fooner  or 
later,  with  Sicknefs  or  Shiverings,  flufhing  Heats, 
wandering,  or  other  Pains,  &fc.  keep  them  warmer, 
and  from  Flefh  and  Fifli  of  ail  Sorts,  and  Cheefe  and 
Milk  too  :  And  if  they  appear  much  out  of  Order, 
put  them  to  Bed,  darken  the  Room,  and  let  them 
reft.  Now  let  them  take  all  their  Food,  as  Spoon- 
Meat  hot,  and  Drink  aired  5  and  if  it  be  a  young 
Child,  it  may  have  a  Milk  Diet,  or  Milk  in  its  Pap 
or  Gruel,  &c. 

8.  Let  their  Drink  be  Water  with  a  well  brown’d 
Toaft  in  it,  Barly- Water,  or  about  a  Thimble- 
full  of  Oat -Meal,  and  four  Spoonfuls  of  Milk  boil’d 
in  a  Quart  of  good  (oft  Water,  or  common  Teas, 
as  they  may  beft  fuit  your  Patient’s  Palate  and  Sto¬ 
mach  ;  and  fome  may  be  allow’d  good  White- Wine 
in  their  Drink,  more  or  lefs,  as  their  Stomach  may 
require,  fupporting  them  with  innocent  Spoon-Meats  3 
and  wait  on  Nature,  obferving  the  Indications  which 
flic  may  give  you,  and  ad  accordingly  3  that  is,  if 
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flie  is  oppreft  in  any  Part,  and  is  not  able  to  help 
herlelf,  aflift  her  3  but  if  fhe  is  not  fo  oppreft,  leave 
her  to  herfelf,  lor  fhe  is  the  beft  Phyfician,  when  able. 
And  if  you  err,  let  it  be  in  under,  rather  than  in 
over-doing,  for  fuch  Errors  are  eafier  to  reconcile,  or 
be  recover’d  than  the  others  are. 

9.  Their  Hinds  does  ufually  begin  on  the  6th  or 
7th  Day  after  Inoculation,  and  the  Small-Pox  break 
out  on  the  9th  3  it  happens  fometimes  to  break  out 
on  other  Days,  tho’  but  feldom.  If  your  Patient 
has  been  ill  two  Days,  and  full  of  Complaints 3 
as  for  Inftancc,  taken  ill  on  the  7th,  and  the  Pox  not 
out  upon  the  9th,  give  a  gentle  Vomit,  either  in  the 
Morning  or  the  Evening:  And  if  the  Small-Pox  does 
not  come  out  in  4,  6,  or  8  Hours  after,  and  the 
other  Symptoms  do  not  abate,  apply  fome  blifter- 
ing  Plaifters,  and,  if  Occafion,  fome  drawing  Ap¬ 
plications  to  the  Feet,  and  renew  them  daily  until 
the  Patient  is  relieved,  and  the  Symptoms  are  gone 
off  And  for  the  better  coming,  and  keeping  out 
of  the  Pox,  let  them  have  Virginian  Snake-root,  or 
Sheep  s  Dung  Teas  between  whiles,  or  a  little  Saf¬ 
fron  or  Gafcorne  s  Powder,  & c. 

10.  If  they  are  hot  and  thirfty,  and  the  drinking 
plentifully  of  hot  Teas,  or  other  cooling  (mail  Drinks 
(as  they  may  crave)  does  not  take  oft  thofe  Symp¬ 
toms,  and  there  appear  Signs  of  Inflammation,  take 
away  fome  Blood,  as  the  Age  and  Strength  of  the 
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Patient  may  admit  of,  and  the  Cafe  require.  You 
may  bleed  them,  if  full  of  Blood,  and  the  Symp¬ 
toms  urgent,  at  any  Time,  viz.  at  the  coming  out, 
filling,  or  turning  of  the  Pox. 

1 1.  Your  chief  Care  in  this  Method  fhould  be  at 
the  Beginning  of  their  Sicknefs,  to  govern  the  Symp¬ 
toms  (if  any  bad  ones  fihould  arife)  in  time,  and  to 
lee  that  the  Small-Pox  does  well  come  out ;  which  you 
may  know  by  the  Patient's  P,afe  and  Quiet  ( except 
they  are  unealy  by  their  Sorenefs,  which  is  not  to  be 
regarded)  in  order  to  accomplifh  which,  when  want¬ 
ing,  your  Vomit  and  bliftering  Plaifters,  and  fometimes 
your  Lancet,  will  be  of  great  Service :  But  be  very 
caret ul  in  your  Vomits,  left  they  over-work,  weaken, 
and  hurt  your  Patient,  and  your  Reputation  too  : 
You  had  better  give  the  Patient  three  or  four,  than 
one  too  ftrong  3  therefore,  if  poffible,  be  lure  to 
know  your  Vomit.  Antimonial  are  better  than  Ve- 
gitable  Vomits,  tho5  not  fo  fafe  and  gentle. 

1 1.  Do  not  be  too  free  with  Anodines,  or  Pa- 
cificks,  at  the  Beginning  of  the  Diftemper  3  more 
efpecially,  until  there  be  proper  Evacuation  made  : 
And  if  your  Patient  fihould  be  attended  with  more 
Fever  than  is  neceflary,  and  want  Reft,  give  a  Spoon¬ 
ful  of  the  following  oily  Mixture,  every  four  or  five 
Hours,  fluking  the  Viol  well  each  Time  of  taking. 
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Take  of  Oil  of  Sweet  Almonds ,  new  drawn,  and 
Syrup  of  Mar fh  Mallows ,  of  each  two  or  three 
Ounces,  mixt  in  a  Viol . 

Or  it  your  Patient  requires  fomething  more  warm, 
Cordial,  and  driving  out,  give  them  this,  as  follows. 

Take  of  Treacle  and  Plague  Water ,  of  each  fix 
Drachms  5  hlack  Cherry  W iter,  Oil  of  Sweet 
Almonds,  and  Syrup  of  Violets,  of  each  one 
'  Ounce  3  of  Britifh  Saffron ,  in  Powder ,  ten  Grains  3 
Tmclure  of  Caflor ,  one  Drachm,  mixt  in  a  Viol. 

Let  the  Patient  take  of  this,  as  there  may  be  Occa- 
lion,  fooner  or  later  in  the  Diftemper,  at  proper  In¬ 
tervals  of  Time,  a  Spoonful,  more  or  iels,  at  once, 
in  three,  four,  or  five  Hours  Time,  obferving  to 
fhake  the  Viol  each  Time  of  taking.  If  your  Pa¬ 
tient  naufeates  oily  Mixtures,  give  this  in  lieu  of  that 
above,  viz. 

Tah  of  Milk ,  or  black  Cherry  W iter ,  three  Ounces  ■ 
Treacle ,  or  Plague  Water,  one  Ounce •,  compound 
Piony  JVater,  three  Drachms  3  Diaphoretick 
Antimony ,  and  GafcoinV  Powder ,  each  half  a 
Drachm  3  Loaf  Sugar,  fix  Drachms,  mixt  in 
a  Viol. 
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If  your  Patient  wants  a  Stool,  procure  one  with  a 
Suppofitory  $  if  too  loofe,  check  or  Hop  it  3  their  be¬ 
ing  a  little  bound  may  be  well,  but  their  being  loofe 
(except  in  Infants)  may  be  hurtful. 

1 2.  However,  when  there  is  a  real  Occafion  for 
Anodines,  you  mult  give  them  as  in  other  Diftem- 
pers  3  but  Note,  that  there  is  not  a  Neceflity  for 
their  common  Ufe  here,  as  is  prefcribed  in  the  na¬ 
tural  Small-Pox,*  for  this  inoculated  Small-Pox  does 
not  affedt  the  Vifcera,  or  corrupt  the  Blood  and  o- 
ther  Juices,  as  the  natural  commonly  does.  And  in 
many  there  is  no  more  Fever  than  is  neceffary,  or 
other  Symptoms,,  that  juftly  may  require  fuch  Medi¬ 
cines.  And  in  others,  where  there  is  a  Shew  of  luch 
Symptoms,  they  may  go  off  at  the  coming  out  of 
the  Pox,  or  at  three  or  four  Days  after  the  Pox  is 
out,  and  never  return  again,  as  I  have  often  feen. 

14.  I  have  given  but  few  Receipts,  or  directed  to 
but  few  Medicines  3  yet  more,  I  hope,  than  there 
will  be  Occafion  for  to  make  Ufe  of  in  one  of  twen¬ 
ty  Patients  in  this  Method  3  and  becaufe  I  know  there 
is  no  Want  of  Prefcriptions  in  the  Small-Pox,  they  be¬ 
ing  already  given  by  others  5  and  that  the  Phyfician,  in 
Cafes  of  Difficulty,  will  ufe  his  own  Judgment,  and 
order  what  he  thinks  moft  proper  to  fuit  the  Cafe, 
and  help  his  Patient. 

1 U  Generality  Jpeaking,  ("if  your  Patients  are  of 
colei  able  Habits,  anc  came  into  the  P rad t  ice  free  from 
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a  prior  Infection)  you  will  have  bur  little  to  do,  af¬ 
ter  Eruption,  but  to  watch  againft  Accidents,  and 
regulate  the  nurfing  Part  3  and  when  any  new  Symp¬ 
toms  do  arife,  make  diligent  Enquiry,  and  con- 
fid  er  well  from  what  Caufe  they  proceed  5  if  you 
can  find  it  out,  the  Remedy  may  be  near  at  Hand, 
vsz.  if  from  any  Thing  you  have  prefcribed  that  did 
not  fuit  the  Patient,  forbid  the  further  Uie  3  and,  if 
necefiary,  order  fomething  that  may  fet  all  right :  if 
from  a  Fault  in  Nurfing,  let  that  be  redtify’d,  mz. 
in  Meat,  Drink,  or  Cloathing,  up  or  in  Bed,  too 
many  or  too  few  3  and  if  they  have  taken  cold,  nurle 
the  Part  where  the  Cold  began,  by  adding  more  Co¬ 
verings  to  keep  it  warm,  (be  it  in  one  Part  of  the  Body, 
or  other)  as  well  as  order  fuitable  Diet  and  pro¬ 
per  Medicine. 

Such  Rules  well  obferved,  may  fave  you  much 
Trouble,  and  the  Patient  much  Pain  and  Sicknefs, 
and  his  Life  too,  in  many  other  Difeafes,  as  well  as 
in  this  of  the  inoculated  Small- Pox. 

There  fihould  be  great  Care  taken  in  inoculating, 
viz.  that  the  Medicine  be  good,  and  that  the  Inci- 
fions  be  made  thro’  the  true  Skin,  left  the  Operation 
fihould  prove  fruitlefs,  and  the  Patient  afterward 
fhould  take  it  in  the  other  Way  3  as  two  of  mine 
might  have  done,  had  I  not,  in  Time,  inoculated 
them  again,  and  fo  prevented  that  Misfortune. 
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In  cafe  you  fhould  have,  thro’  ill  Habits  of  Body, 
or  the  like,  any  of  your  Inoculations  that  will  not 
give  way  to,  and  heal  with  the  white  Bread  and 
Milk,  treat  them  as  you  would  do  other  common 
Sores,  viz.  with  Fomentations  and  ftronger  Digef- 
tives,  c. 


T0ST8CRIPT. 

NOV.  3 oth,  1721,  at  Charletown  I  inoculated 
Mrs.  Hendry y  about  25  Years,  and  her  Child, 
1  5  Months  old,  they  both  had  the  Small-Pox  at  the 
ulual  Time,  and  of  a  good  diftind  Sort,  as  it  may 
appear  by  their  getting  foon  well,  with  very  little 
Medicine,  and  but  only  one  Vilit  from  me  after 
Tranfplantation,  before  they  were  well. 

Thefe  Cafes  efcaped  the  Prefs,  and  my  Notice 
too,  until  the  others,  and  the  Table,  were  printed 
off  ,•  thefe  two  make  my  Number  given,  282, 
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AS  this  was  a  melancholy  day  to  Inoculation,  in 
its  Infancy, that  lo  many  appear’d  (who  were  flip- 
pofed  Judges)  to  oppofe  and  condemn  it,  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Print  coming  out  fo  powerful  and  ftrong  a- 
gainft  it,  which  was  fufficient  to  inflame  and  fet  al- 
mofl  the  whole  Town  and  Country  againft  this  Me¬ 
thod  3  and  whereas  it  has  been  induftrioufly  fpread 
abroad,  doing  Mifchief  in  the  World  where  it  came, 
I  thought  it  juft  and  proper  to  confront  it  with  my 
own  Account,  that  it  might  in  fome  Meafure  prevent 
thofe  ill  Effects  for  the  future.

Being  fummoned  by  Authority  to  appear  at  the 
Town-Houfe  in  Bofion ,  before  the  Seledt-Men  of 
the  faid  Town,  to  give  an  Account  of  what  might 
come  to  my  Knowledge  in  Relation  to  the  Opera¬ 
tion  called  Inoculation,  lately  pra&ifed  in  this  T own 
by  Dr.  Boylfi  one  of  this  Place. 

The  firfi  Injlance. 

A  Bout  twenty  five  Years  ago  I  was  at  Cremona 
in  Italy  in  the  French  Army,  where  there  were 
thirteen  Soldiers  upon  whom  this  Operation  was  per¬ 
formed,  of  which  Operation  four  died,  fix  recover’d 
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with  abundance  of  Trouble  and  Care,  being  leiz’d 
with  Parotidal  Tumours  and  a  large  Inflammation  in 
the  Throat;  one  of  them  was  open  d,  his  Diaphragm 
was  found  livid,  the  Gians  of  the  Pancreas  tumify  d, 
and  the  Caul  gangreen’d.  On  the  other  three  the 
Operation  had  no  Effect.  v  -  -'hM  .  ; 

The  fecond  In  fiance. 

In  the  Year  170 1,  being  in  Flanders ,  there  was 
committed  to  my  Care,  by  Monfieur  Le  Due  de 
Quiche  Col.  of  Dragoons,  one  Capt.  Hujfart ,  taken 
ill  of  the  Small-Pox,  who  told  me  in  thefe  very  W ords, 
Ten  Tears  ago  1  was  inoculated  five  or  fix  times,  with¬ 
out  that  curfed  Inventions  taking  Effedl  upon  me  ,* 
Mufl  /  then  perifh ?  He  was  fo  violently  feized,  that 
he  had  feveral  Ulcers  on  his  Body,  efpecially  one  on 
his  Arm,  which  occafion’d  a  Lamenefs  thereof  for 
Life.  It  was  not  the  Fault  of  the  Care  of  the  Sur¬ 
geon,  Major  of  the  Regiment,  De  Quiche ,  and  fe¬ 
veral  other  Surgeons  who  came  frequently  to  vifit 
him. 

The  third  Inflame . 

At  the  Battel  of  Almanza  in  Spain ,  the  Small¬ 
pox  being  in  the  Army,  two  Mufcovite  Soldiers  had 
the  Operation  perform’d  upon  them  3  one  recover’d, 
the  other  receiving  no  Impreffion,  but  fix  Weeks 
thereafter  was  feiz’d  with  a  Frenzy,  fwelled  all  o- 
ver  his  Body.  They  not  calling  to  Mind  that  the 
Operation  had  been  perform’d  upon  him,  believed

that  he  was  poifoned.  It  was  order’d  by  Dr.  Hel- 
vetius  Phyfician  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of 
Orleans ,  Don  Larencio  Bollatio ,  Don  Bentura  Bar- 
rera ,  two  of  the  King  of  Spams,  Phyficians,  that 
the  Body  fhould  be  opened  $  his  Lungs  were  found 
ulcerated,  from  whence  they  concluded  that  it  was 
the  Effect  of  that  Corruption  which  having  infc&ed 
the  Limphae,  did  throw  itfelf  upon  that  Vital  Part, 
which  occafion’d  his  fudden  Death.

A  Refolve  upon  a  Debate  held  by  the  Phyficians  of 
Bo (l on,  concerning  inoculating  the  Small- Pox,  on 
the  twenty  firft  Day  of  July,  1711. 

IT  appears  by  numerous  Inftances,  That  it  has 
provd  the  Death  of  many  Perfons  foon  after  the 
Operation,  and  brought  Diftempers  upon  many  others 
which  have  in  the  End  prov’d  deadly  to  'em. 

That  the  natural  tendency  of  infufing  fuch  malig¬ 
nant  Filth  in  the  Mafs  of  Blood,  is  to  corrupt  and 
putrify  it,  and  if  there  be  not  a  fufficient  Difcharge 
of  that  Malignity  by  the  Place  of  Incifion,  or  elfe- 
where,  it  lays  a  Foundation  for  many  dangerous  Dif- 
eafes. 

That  the  Operation  tends  to  fpread  and  continue 
the  Infection  in  a  Place  longer  than  it  might  other- 
wife  be. 

That  the  continuing  the  Operation  among  us  is 
likely  to  prove  of  moft  dangerous  Confequence.
